Washington,

31.—The 
Turkish minister of finance in- 
formed the French ambassador at 
Constantinople yesterday that the 
rciid of Turkish warships on the 
Russian seaports, took place with- 
out the knowledge of the Ottoman 
government and presumably un- 
der the instructions of Geinnan of- 
ficers and crew. 


This information was conveyed 
in a dispatch today from Ambas- 
sador Morgenthau to the Ameri- 
can government. 


Mr. Morgenthau added that the 
Russian ambassador received in- 
structions at 3 a. m. yesterday to 
demand his passports and made 
an effort to see the grand vizer 
who pleaded illness and did not 
receive him. 


The Russian, French and British am- 
bfiasadors, according to the same

patch, 
are 
preparing 
to

Con- 
stantinople tonight. 


On 
receiving 
instructions 
to

Constantinople, the Russian ambassado' 
immediately placed the interests of Rus

Today 's War News 
(iiven in Summary. 


The story of the European war 
was again slow in the telling today, 
but such fragments of news as the 
censors permitted to pass indicated 
that along the North sea, the chief 
point of present concern for the na- 
tion» Involved, it was still a battle of 
give and take. 


Of immediate interest was a semi- 
official note 
from 
Rome indicating 
that Italy might take a more definite 
stand in the struggle. 
It is said that 
the 
island of Saseno, 
commanding 
the harbor of Avlona, Albania, own- 
ership of which has long been dis- 
puted by Greece and Italy, has been 
seized by Italian forces. 


The French war office, in today's 
official statement, acknowledges that 
the fiercest German onslaught, shift- 
ed a few miles to the east and south 
from the coast, has met with success 
fit points. 
Two 
towns 
south of 
Ypres, in Belgium, just north of the 
border, are mentioned by the French 
as having been captured by the Ger- 
mans. 
Further east, it is said, some 
ground has been won by the allies. 


Along the entire

front, 
from the seA to Arras, the Germans

Stubborn

suffered heavy losses near Tartow on 
Oct. 29 at the hands of the Russians, 
who took 1,000 prisoners, according to 
a Ruasian foreign office 
dispatch re- 
ceived today at the Rusdian embassy.

"On the East Prussian frontier stub- 
born fighting continues. The attacks of 
the Germans near Bakalarjewo are be- 
ing steadily repulsed by our troops. On 
the left bank of the Vistula the Ger- 
man rear guard under our pressure fell 
back to the line from Lodz to Varihost,

Ask Higher Freight Rate on 
Ikive Stock and Dressed 
Heats. 


Washington, 
Get. 
31.—^Increases 
in 
freight rates, ranging from ten to forty 
percent, on dressed meats, livestock and 
packing house products are being pre- 
pared by the eastern railways for sub- 
mission to the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 
The prospect today was that 
the proposed new rate would be sus- 
pended when filed, pending an investi- 
gation. 


I t is proposed by the roads to advance 
the rate to dO cents a hundred and in- 
crease the minimum carload weight to 
21,000 pounds. 
The two factors would 
increase the transportation charge per 
car from $90 to $105 or about 16 per 
cent. 


Similar increases are proposed on live- 
stock and general packing house pro- 
ducts. 
Live stock would be advanved 
from 30 to 33 cents a hundred pounds 
between Chicago and New Yorkj hogs 
and sheep in double deck cars from 28 
to 83 cents ; hogs and calves in single 
deck cars from 30 to 88 cents; sheep and 
goats, in single deck cars, from 30 to 41 
cents, and packing house products gen- 
erally from 30 to 33 cents. 


Thé new tariffs are expected to be 
filed by or before the end of November. 
In that event they would become effec- 
tive unless suspended by the commiy-. 
sion by the first of January.

Such a movement would release three 
or four army corps to be transferred to 
Belgium. 
Tlie Russian tactics of bend'- 
ing back the line of invaders in Rus- 
sian Poland, one section at a time, the 
retreat of each section endangering thv 
position of the section next to it on 
the south, appears to London observers 
to have been successful everywhere ex- 
cept on the extreme Russian left, where 
the Austrians still maintain the posi- 
tions they succeeded in re-taking from 
tho Russians.

Along the frontier of East 
Prussia 
the Germans are fighting stubbornly to 
prevent another invasion of tl)eir terri- 
tory at a point further south. 
It is 
agued hei'c that the Russians cannot ex- 
pect to assume full offensive movement 
until the Austrians are

from the river San. 
But even this will 


not 
mean an 
immediate 
invasion of 
Germany as it is known that the Ger- 
mans, in preparation for a possible re-

Turkey Has Them Guessing. 


Speculation as to the effects of the 
position taken by Turkey varies widely. 
In some quarters it is argued even thivt 
the acts of the former Gorman cruisevh 
Goeben and Breslau will be disavowed 
by the Porte but the w^ell authenticated 
news of the departure of the Russian 
ambassador from Constantinople to com- 
mit 
Turkey 
beyond 
recall. 
Delayc-d 
telegram^ from Constantinople indicated 
as late as last Wednesday 
that 
the 
British ajnbassador there had received 
assurances that Turkey was deterinined 
to precrve her neutrality. 


The action of the Balkan states in 
this phase of the crisis is awaited hert; 
with keen interest. 
Greece is expected 
immediaiely to throw in her lot with 
the entente powers, Great Britain, Ptus- 
sia and France, and it is felt here that 
Roumania 
probably 
will 
follow 
the 
same course. 
But Bulgaria, which re- 
cently regained 
much of the prestige 
lost in the Balkan war, 
preserves 
stubborn silence.

To 
begin Avith the broiler should be even 
more carefully greased than for a. whole 
steak; 
This makes it possible to form 
the balls or cakes of chopped meat with 
very little pressure Avithout running the 
risk of having them pulled to pieces by 
adhering to tSe Avii-es of the bi'oiler. 
They should be heated on both sides 
even more quickly than the steak, be- 
cause the chopping has provided mora 
Avays of escape for the juice, and these 
openings should be sealed as soon 
as 
possible. 
The interior should be cooked 
to the taste -of the family just as the 
steak is. 


In regard to broiling it may incident- 
ally he noted that housekeepers often

Avhen broiling under gas by alloAving the 
juice from steaks or meat balls to drop 
into the large pan' under the ratk.

Great Coaches Engage in 


Foot Ball Struggle at 


Cambridge. 


New York, Oct. 31.—When the Harvard 
and 
Michigan 
football 
teams 
met in 
the stadium at Cambridge Saturday aft- 
ernoon the contest waa as much a battle 
between 
coaches a s elevens. 
On the 
Michigan side of the field the western 
gridiron contingent 
was in 
charge of 
Fielding H. Yost while on the Crimson 
bench Percy D. Haughton 
directed the 
Harvard 
campaign. 
T w o coaches of 
greater fame have not been opposed in 
football in many years and the struggle 
between the machines 
developed and 
taught by these past masters of gridiron 
strategy was expected to be one of the 
classics of the a u t u m n 
sport. 


Although differing widely in personality 
and methods Haugnton and Yost year in 
and year out achieve wonders with t h e 
material that reports for football a t the 
two great universities which they repre- 
sent. 
ilaugliton is a coach who 
lalks 
little, 
tliinks deeply and is tireless in 
action. 
Once the early season 
prelim- 
inaries arc completed Haughton rules the 
squad witli an iron hand. H e plays no 
favorites and his instructions are 
sharp 
and to the point. 
He demands explicit 
obedience and expects 
immediate im- 
provement in play once a fault either in- 
dividual or of the team a s a whole, has 
been pointed out and the prop.2i- method 
of play 
explained. 


Harvard's head coacli is a keen student 
of football and 
knows the game 
both 
ancient and modern, in every phase. He 
is an autocrat on tlie field. Inclined to be 
•sharp and caustic in his instrujitiona and 
re.niarlvs and a coach who 
believes in 
hard practice and plenty of it for both 
the 
'varsity and second 
string 
players. 
He is quick to detect ability in a can- 
didate and is always looking far ahead, 
planning his system and plays to fit the 
type of team 
material a t his disposal. 
Haughton is inclined to be conservative 
in his methods of attack 
although he 
can, and occasionally does, devise ."start- 
ling and unu.siial plays which completely 
upset the opposing team because i>f their 
striking novelty and the cleverness with 
wiiich they are developed from ordinary 
formations. 


^'ost might be aptly termed a football 
fanatic. 
T.ike Haughton, he was a player, 
and a brilliant one, in his undergraduate 
days, hut has never ceased to .absorb and 
keep up with the rapidly changing game. 
In fact many of the plays and rules now 
part of the annual a u t u m n college sport 
are 
directly 
traceable to the Michigan 
coach. 
On the field he is much 
more 
active and demonsti'ative than Haughton. 
He keeps up a running fire of comment 
and criticism and frequently jumps into 
line or backfield in order to personally 
illustrate just how the play lie is aiming 
at should be made. 
Speed and dash is 
almost a mania with Yost and his con- 
st.antly 
repeated 
phrase, 
"Hurry up! 
"Hurry up!" has caused it to be tacked 
onto his name in the west until the gen- 
eral follower of football believes that ire 
was baptized "Hurry up Yost." 


The mentor of t!ie Ann Arbor football 
teams is particularly 
famous for the 
brilliant, 
daring and unusual plays and 
football strategy which he works out 
with the aid of his Micliigan 
elevens. 
While he kn(nvs and teaches all the fun- 
damentals of the game and the ordinary 
running and 
plunging attack 
these ai-e 
but the ground 
work. 
Yost rises far 
above the ordinary football plane. Given 
the proper material with which to work 
he builds up a series of skilfully 
con- 
ceived 
plays 
which, 
because of 
their 
originality, cause 
consternation 
among 
opponents and frequently the game of- 
licials. 
Yost, however, is a keen student 
of the rules and seldom springs a play 
which a careful reading of the regula- 
tions will not prove to be legitimate. 


Off the field Haughton and Yost are as 
unlike one another as they are when in 
action. 
Haughton seldom 
talks football 
while Yost •«'ill spend hours 
discussing 
the game in all its phases, 
illustrating 
particular 
plays 
with 
whatever 
objects 
are 
handy. 
He can play a game 
with 
eleven chairs or salt cellars, using a hall 
or a table as the case may be, and never 
faiLs to keep his audience spellbound a s 
he shifts his team with lighting rapidity. 
Both cOcicheg are comparatively 
wealthy 
and men of business affairs and interests 
during the months when the football is 
dead. They coach more for the love of 
sport than because of the financial r e - 
turns, although both receive large 
sala- 
ries for their three months' 
work 
each 
fall. While the average spectator a t to- 
day's game will not see It, there will be 
a great battle of wits and strategy a t 
Cambridge 
this 
afternoon a n d football 
experts from all parts of the country 
will be present to see the outcome.

below, no heating apparatus below and 
nothing that could possibly become ig- 
nited. 


The heating plant is encased in solid 
walls of concrete and the only thing 
that could possibly burn in there is the 
fuel under the boilers and the stock of 
fuel kept on hand. 


Granting that this should become ig- 
nited there is no chance for fire to com- 
municate to the theater proper without 
burning its way through concrete and 
this is not probable. 


When the building is completed, and 
this -s/ill be about (Jhristmas, as it has 
been found impossible to get it ready 
for Thanksgiving as >>ad at first been 
intended, it will have an entrance thir- 
ty feet wide on the Washington boule- 
vard side, the stage wall is eighty feet 
and abuts on Clinton street, there is n 
depth of 142 feet extending back along 
the alley and the west wall is 150 feet. 


In order to avoid a blank and un- 
sightly wall on Clinton street the fin- 
est quality of brick has been used and 
laid in ornamental design that gives 
the back of the building a pleasing ap- 
pearance. 


Safest Building Possible. 


"It is one of the safest buildings tliat 
could possibly be put up," said Mi-. Du- 
val, "and I doa't see what could be done 
that has not been done to make it lire- 
proof. In stability it cannot be excelled 
and I could talk for a whole day on the 
preca-utions that have been taken in the 
interest of safety." 


.Mc»fAnine floor Is Concrete. 


"With the ground floor resting fiat on 
the ground the next vonsideration is tho 
meoanine floor. 
This re«t!< 
on i^oltd^j 
pillars of Mncrjcte, duly reinforccd 3vi|:h

are five exits on the mezzanine floor and 
four in the balcony tunnel. 


The balcony is of reinforced concrete, 
supported on heavy steel columns and 
girders and Is of the Cantilever type 
which eliminates posts to obstruct the 
view of the patrons on the lower floor. 
These immense iron supports are shown 
in the above illustrations and they will 
stand a tested weight of 300 pounds to 
each square foot. 


This means that the total sustaining 
power is 1,440,000 pounds and that if 
it were filled to standing with people 
not to exceed 80^000 poimds could be 
placed upon it and at that every man, 
woman and child in the audience would 
have to weigh 200 pounds. 


When all of the seats are filled there 
will not be a weight of more than 40j- 
000 pounds at any time. 
Two columns 
carrying the main balcony girders are 
constructed of st^el plates and angle 
iions. 


Exit Space Is Excessive. 


The exit space is far in excess of the 
usual allotment to theater buildings as 
it is calculated on the basis of thirty 
inches to every 100 persons that can be 
seated in the house and-this would per- 
mit of entirely emptying the house in 
two minutes and there is little chance 
for injury or panic in that short space 
of time. 


The steps leading into the balcony 
are of iron laid in concrete and no wood I 
has been used in them except the forms 
wliich were refnoved as soon as the con- 
crete hardened. 


In the construction of the auditoriiira 
roof six steel girders, 
each 
weighing 
eight tons, were used for supports and 
the roof proper is a combination of tile 
and concrete. 


The stage roof is supported 
on 1- 
lieams ''iid is of the same material as 
the auditorium covering. 
One-third of 
the entire area of the stage roof is left 
in the form of ventilators. 
Why? 


Suppose for instance that' a careless 
performer in direct violation of the laws 
of the state and the rules of the house, 
should 
throw 
a lighted match, cigar 
stub or cigarette iiito some combustible 
material and set iire to the stage lloor, 
the properties and the scenery. 


This ventilation in the roof 
would 
cauao the fiann.H and Kmoke to shoot up- 
ward and none of it would reacli the 
auditorium. 
In addition to this there 
is more protection to bo liad. The man- 
agement will have installed an asbestos 
curtain of the very lateit and beat ma-

Run Down Water Curtain. 


Without moving more than a couple 
of feet ho- will be able to ring down a 
water curtain. 
What is a water cur- 
tain? 
Why, it is nothing more than a 
succession of tiny streams 
of 
water 
flowing from a big pipe above the open- 
ing. 


When the valve is opened the 
water 
starts flowing and renders it impossible 
for the flames to break through. 
What 
of the poor actor folks down stairs? 


Well, there is no danger of an exten- 
sive fire and in event of a small one 
the combustion Avould bo slow enough to 
permit them all to escape without ex- 
posure to any very great danger. 


Although the contract price was con-

Ventilation Is Modem. 


Without going into details the venti- 
lating system can be covered with the 
broad assertion that it is 
the 
most 
modern in existence. It is designed and 
guaranteed to deliver to each occupant 
of the theater with every seat taken 
and standing room occupied twenty-five 
feet of air every minute and the veriest 
fresh air fiend on earth ought to be sat- 
isfied with this.

Ground was broken on May 26, 1914. 
It was to have been finished and ready to open on Thanksgiving day 
but probably will not be ready until Christmas.

The Public Library. 


The first actual results of the move- 
ment of 1879 to establish a public li- 
bra r}-^ in Fort 
Wayne bore fruit in 
1893, when the Woman's Club league

for tho development and 
maintenance of the institution.

In 1895, the library was 
removed to tho residence of Sol D. Bay- 
less, southwest corner of ^^^yne and 
Clinton streets, site of the present Em- 
press theatre. 
Miss Clara Fowler was 
api)oint<^d librarian in 1896, and, upon 
the fleath of Miss Fowler, in 1898, Miss 
.Margaret ]M. Colerick succeeded to the 
position. 
In 1898, the library was re- 
mo\ed to the Brackenridge residence, 
southwest corner of Wayne and Web- 
ster streets. 
During the period of the 
biiilding of the present library on this 
latter site, temporary quarters in the

Andrew Carnegie gave $90,000 toward 
the erection of the present library build- 
ing, which was dedicated June 7, 1-904.

With few equals In architectural beauty and convenience of arrangement, the Allen county court house stands as 
a monument to the enterprise of a progressive people. 
The entire cost of the structure was $817,600. The contract wa.s 
let in 1897, and the building- was completed In .1902. This is the fifth court house to occupy a place on the public square 
in Fort Wayne. 


Chauncey B. Oakley, Mayor. 


^^1894. Upon the death of Col. Q A. 
Zollinger, while an incumbent of

1895—^For unavoidable 
reasons, 
the 
city pf Fort Wayne failed in 1894 to ar- 
range for the celebration of .tho cen- 
tennial anniversary of the building of 
old Fort Wayne by General Anthony 
Wayne and his brave Indian fighters in 


of tho affair having been arranged for 
the 22d of October, on which date, a cen- 
tury earlier the old fort was dedicated 
in the firing of a round of fifteen guns 
and the turning of the command of the 
post into the hands of Col. John F"". Ham- 
tramck. 


The original centennial committee was 
composed of Mayor Chauncey B. Oakley, 
Col. R. S. Robertson, Charles McCulloch, 
Captain James B. White, J. F\ W. Mey- 
er and Charles F. Muhler. 
This com- 
mittee presented its wishes before the 
Indiana legislature, which body author- 
ized Allen county to appropriate $2,000 
for the celebration, to which amount the 
citj^ of Fort Wayne was enabled to add 
$3,000. 


In August, 1895, P. A. Randall was 
made general chairman of arrangements. 


On the morning of October 16, the 
celebration was opened by the firing of 
one hundred guns by the Zollinger bat- 
tery, and this salute opened a week of 
festivities in which many other cities 
participated. 


The decorations of the streets includ- 
ed the erection of several arches span- 
ning the principal streets, the 
main 
arch extending across Calhoun street at 
Wayne street. 
One unique arch, con- 
structed of gas pipe iuid covered Avith 
burners, was brilliantly illuminated at 
night. 


The Parades and Drills. 


Thousands" of

crowded Pi'incess rink to listen to ad- 
dresses by Col. R. S. Robertson and 
others dealing with the early history 
of F'ort WfijTio, and here, also, was held 
a great campfire.

The Sham Battle, 


Ammiuiition to the value of $1,500 v/as 
consumed during the progress of the 
sham battle scenes which opened with 
a reproduction of the attack of Indians 
on a stage coach. 
A second scene il- 
lustrated the attack of the savages on 
a cabin, the capture of the settlers, the 
attempted burning at the stake, and the 
rescue of the captives b^"- the United 
States troops. 
The closing scenes illus- 
trated a battle between the savages and 
the whites. 


The Historic Display. 
A large exhibit of historic liiementos. 
including the camp

Building of the Present Court House. 


1897—The builders of Allen county's 
fourth court house declared in 1881, at 
the time of its dedication, 
that 
the 
structure Avas designed to last a cen- 
tury. 
Only one-third of this period had 
passed Avhen the county found the old 
lauilding inadequate to rfîêèt the needs 
of the times. 
The board of county com- 
missioners advertised In 1895 for bids 
on a neAv court house, but it was two 
years before satisfactory 
plans—those 
of Brentwood C, Tolan—were finally ac- 
cepted. . . . 


The Temporary Court House. 
During the period of the demolition of 
the old court house by C. E. Moellering 
& Co., Avho received $4,150 for the con- 
tract, the courts were held in the Saen* 
gerbund building, corner of West- Main 
street and Maiden Lane. 
The tempo- 
rary court house was rented for county 
purposes at the rate of $300 per month. 
The first session of court to be held in 
the unfinished neAv building was opened 
in September, 1900.

war began. 


Their plan of action is simple. 
They 
are going to buy apples, 
sell 
apples» 
store apples, 
oat apples, 
and 
"boost" 
apples luitil the apple crop from Maine 
'to Texas is taken care of. 


P^veryone is eligible to join the "'buy- 
a-peck-of-apples"' army—or club, if you 
like the more sociable name. 
There ai'e 
no 
ices, 
DO restrictions of any 
kind. 
Buy an apple, buy ^a peck; buy a bar- 
rel of them if you can; "boost" apples, 
and you are a member in good stand- 
ing of the "'buy-a-peck-of-applee" club. 


The 
"buy-a-peck-of-apples" campaign 
was started by Curtis 
Guild, 
former 
governor of Massachusetts, when in a 
public address he told of the value of 
the apple, its use as a food, and 
as 
medicine, its place in history. 
Imme- 
diately the "buy-a-peck-of-apples" army 
began mobilizing.

unteers, armed witli liad muskets 
and 
without ammunition.

of troops well for the keener apprecia- 
tion of tlie glorj' of Garibaldi. 


Tlie expedition put into Orbetello. 
The 
leader boldly went to the armory there, 
demanded 
ammunition 
in 
the 
king's 
name, and, got it from the deluded cus- 
todians, ilong with a few obsolete can- 
non. 
Landing was made at Marsala and 
the march on Palermo, the capital of 
Sicily, 
begun, 
volunteers 
joining 
the 
movement 
everywhere. 
At 
the 
height 
of Calatqfimi, oi) the top of which the 
Neapolitans were posted, they 
number- 
ed t w i c i i t h e infantry and artillery 
of 
G a r i b a l d i ^ T h e volunteers attacked the 
height 
once, 
twice, 
thrice 
before 
they 
overcame the vigorous repulses of 
the 
enemy, who fell back on Palermo. 


Garibaldi then began the first of his 
famous "march 
.around 
t h e m " 
move- 
ments which signalized a number of his 
victories—after the m a n n e r of Stonewall 
•lackson a t Chancellorsville. H e ^ent his 
artillery up a mountain road with a small 
detachment to face the* enemy, mean- 
while ejcicircling the city to the south. 
At early d a w n on May 27 he a;ssaulted 
Palernrjo on the east while 5,000 of the 
NeapoliUins were searching for him in 
tlie mountains. 
But there werp lo,(XX) 
in garrison to <wiifn>nt him. With barely 
2,000 men he cut hi« w a y tbroagh to the 
heart of the city. Barricading the streets^ 
he was ' j o m ^ by tib« Palermitanii and 
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tlie enemy, becoming 
demoralized, 
re- 
treated 
to the castle, from which 
they 
boinbardevl 
the city. 
The 
Neapolitan 
fleet joined in this bombardment. 
May 
30 the Neapolitan conimander proposed 
an 
armistice, 
during 
which 
bis 
5,000 
mountain searching troops retunied. The 
reiiinant of Garibaldi's thf>usand, a few 
hundred 
banditti from the hills and 
a 
large number of the unarmed 
populace 
were all that opposed those 2O,0U0 regu- 
lars. 
T h e conditions 
proposed 
by 
the 
Neapolitan 
authorities 
being 
of 
little 
bencd'it, Cíarihaldi had the splendid au- 
dacity to break off the negotiations. H e 
cowed 
the royalists, 
who 
surjendered 
the city to him and evacuated it. Next he 
defeated an immensely superior force at 
Milazzo, taking that city a f t e r desperate 
hand-to-hand fighting. 
T w o 
instances 
of the fighting qualities of the Italian 
soldier stand out in the latter battle. 


T w o guns of the royalist artillery were 
doing great execution near a highroad 
angle. 
Alessandro 
Pizzoli 
deliberatcdy 
leaped before them so as to divert at- 
tention from a flank movement by 
a 
small band of his comrades. 
H e 
drew 
the fire and w a s blown limb from limb 
a moment before the pieces were cap- 
tured. 


Garibaldi Fought with Sabre. 


Again, the royalist commander ordered 
a body of cavali-y to charge and capture 
a guu being -well served by the volun- 
teers. 
They failed and on their retreat 
the 
Garibaldian 
infantry 
took 
station 
behind the hedge to escape the horses' 
and to empty saddles. 
Garibaldi and his 
aide-dti-camx>. Giuseppe Missori, both on 
foot, remained in the road. 
The horse- 
men, maddened at the sight of their reel- 
ing contraxles, swarmed round eager to 
cut down the only two of tlie enemy in 
sight. 
Missori shot the horse of the roy- 
alist captain, who slashed, a t Garibaldi 
as the animal fell. Garibal4i parried the 
stroke 
and, 
holding 
the 
bridle of 
the 
kneeling horse, killed the captain with a 
sabre blow. 
Then, rushing to the side 
of his aide, the leader and his subordi- 
nate withstood t h ! attack of ten cavalry- 
men 
until four were killed and 
their 
comradés rushcnl f r o m the hedge. 
With 
but 3,000 troops against 10,000 in au in- 
trenched position, Garibaldi crossed to 
the mainland and took Reggio. .There 
was a fierce struggle in the great ca- 
thedral square of that city. 
One of the 
most fiery and gallant subordinate gen- 
erals of tlie 
Garibaklians 
was 
Nino 
Bixlo. The horses he successively mount- 
ed at this battle received an aggregate 
of nineteen wounds. 
H e was wounded 
twice in the arm a« he led hip division. 
In writing of his war experiences later 
he verified a local hlstoriaii as followni— 
"My 
horses 
received, ten 
bullets 
at 
Rome, nineteen at Reggio, three at Mad- 
daloni. 
My^ own carcass w a s 
lionored 
by three bullets at Rome, ono at Paler- 
mo, two at Reggio and a fracture of the 
leg at tho passage 
of 
the 
VoUurno." 
Garibftldl m n t him to l>«d th« pifbt fol- 
lowing Reggio, saying, "I suppose the 
balls that.reach y o a aré made of p c ^ - 
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paste." 
This because Pdxio pooh-i)oohed 
his Avoiinds. 
Ili;j .soldiers v/ere alw-ays 
complaining of his bad temper and harsh 
language. 


" l i e is mad; he is intolerable," 
the 
A oliiJiteers cried to Garibaldi. 


"Very J^'eh, 
Under whom do yon wish 
to .serve^lhen?"' asked their chief leader. 


" W h a t V 
Oh, under Bixio, of course," 
was the answer. 


At the Battle of the Yoltnmo, October 
1 and 2, ISGO, Garibaldi led 20,000 ill- 
armed and badly drilled troops acainst 
30,000 
regulars. 
The 
decisive 
moment 
of the day was when Garibaldi himself, 
at the head of a body of Hungarian and 
Slilaiiese cavalry, backed with a 
brilliant 
bayonet charge, swept the field in the 
direction of Capua. 
The battle was won 
with 2,012 men and 77 officers prisoners 
of war. 
Naples and Sicily, a s a result of 
this battle, voted to annex themselves to 
Sardinia, and at a meeting between Vic- 
tor Emmanuel and Garibaldi the former 
was formally hailed as King of All Itiily. 
From this time on until the final in- 
clusion of xiome and Venice witliin the 
kingdom 
of 
Italy 
Garibaldi 
fought 
valiantly a number of losing 
battles— 
often in defiance of the King he had 
made. 
His entire life was given to the 
unification 
of 
Italy. 
When 
he 
visited 
England 
and 
other 
foreign 
countries 
later he was hailed as tlie greatest fight- 
ing man of his day. 


Numberless instances of bravery, 
de- 
votion and sacrifice during the Garibal- 
dian period attest the battling qualities 
of the It'ilian soldier. 
The Calroli fam- 
ily furnished the most noteworthy 
ex- 
ample. 
Five brothers participated in the 
struggle for Italian unification on the 
battlefield, while 
their mother was 
as 
great a patriot within all possible lim- 
itations of her sphere. F o u r of the broth- 
ers fell fighting. 
Eurico, one of Gari- 
baldi's Thousand, 
was 
killed 
gallantly 
charging at Villa Glori, 1SG7. 
Giovanni, 
another brother, died from wounds re- 
ceived . in the same battle. 
Luigi, 
an- 
other 
brother, 
died 
wliile 
marching 
through 
Calabria, 
in 
1860. 
Ernesto, 
still another brother, was killed in battle 
at/Varese, 1S59. 


Two other remarkable soldiers of the 
Garibaldian epoch were Pietro San Slar- 
tino, a Sicilian nobleman, 
who distin- 
guished himself as an i n f a i ^ y m a n 
at 
Palermo and Milnzzo, not being ashamed 
to fight side by side with Giacomo Pol- 
lacje, 
r.nother infantrymau, 
son 
of 
a 
glover and but twelve years old. 
iSoth 
youthful soldiers fought with the great- 
est enthusiasm, preferring the hand-to- 
hand combat whenever tliey could get 
close enough to the enemy after rifle fire. 
At Milazzo the twelve-year-old Pollacie 
wounded two burly royalists in a bay- 
onet charge and killed two at the first 
Tolleys, 


The Italian soldier fought ijallantly side 
by side with the soldier of France in the 
war waged against Austria d^iring the 
year ,1800. 
At the Battle of Solferino, 
louilbt June S4, tb« Piedmoatese troops 
had for. their division of liattling taslc 
the'stonninf of the height« •£ San M«r< 


ritjo. 
As a 
preliminary 
there tras ftn 
obstinate fight of several hours toward 
the Jiake of Guarda, the Italian soldier 
lieiiig again and again repulsed. 
The 
Frpiich in the meantime had won their 
end of the battle against the Austrians 
on Cavriana height.^, and, as one .of their 
commanders afterward declared :— 


"Vv'e left the glory of the other end of 
the field to the I'ied ¡nontese." 


And 
the 
French confidence was 
not 
misplaced, for late in the a f t e r n o ^ , after 
his many desperate attacks and repulses, 
the Italian soldier made one more, last, 
supreme effort and carried San Martino 
with 
mighty 
bayonet 
rushes 
the 
Aus- 
trians could not withstand. 
The loss of 
the allies in this great liattle was 17,000 
and the Austrians 22,000. At the previous 
battles of Mont('b;^ilo, fought May 
20: 
Palestro, 
fought 3.1ay 30 and 31, 
and 
^Magenta, fought J u n e 
4, the 
fighting 
niati of Italy shared the glory of 
vic- 
tory to the full with his French ally. 


On 
March 
IS, 
1.^48, 
the 
people 
of 
Milan, ^'icenza. I'adua, Brescia, Bergamo 
and Venice rose against their Austrian 
I rulers and attacked the Austrian soldiers 
j in garrison. 
The King of Sardinia, the 
most liberal sovereign of Italy, at once 
joined 
them 
in their 
war on 
Austria. 
This 
most 
extensive 
confederation 
of 
Italian 
soldiers 
seen 
in 
centuries 
at- 
tacked the enemy at Goito and won a 
decisive victory, although opposed by a 
larger 
army 
of 
seasoned 
troops. 
May 
23 the Austrians, with a force of 19,000 
men and forty pieces of artillery, 
at- 
tacked 
Vicenza, garrisoned 
with 
3,000 
Italian soldiers, mostly volunteers. 
The 
attack wa.s^'repelled w i t h a loss of 800 
killed 
and 
wounded 
to 
the 
assailants 
a n d .'iO Killed and 130 wounded to the de- 
fenders. 
The defence of Vicenza 
was 
justly considered one of the most bril- 
liant feats of arms of the war. 
At Cur- 
tatone, May 20, the Austrians, with 15,- 
000 men and twenty-three pieces of artil- 
lery, attacked a force of Tuscan students 
and volunteers numbering 7,000 men and 
eleven pieces of artillerj'. 
Twice 
the 
Italian soldier repelled a determined as- 
sault by the enemy, giving way the third 
time only after every artilleryman 
had 
been killed at the guns and the Tuscan 
killed' and wounded equalled nearly half 
their original force. 


In Crimean War. 


During the Crimean W a r a force of 
Piedmoutese troops won great credit by 
their gallant fighting at tlie Battle of 
Tchernaya, August IG, 1855. 
These men 
had been sent to help France and Eng- 
land in a war that was no concern of Sar- 
dinia at all, at the suggestion 
of 
the 
great Prime Minister Cavour, who looket! 
for the aid of the two larger countries 
later in the unification of Italy. 
Even 
the Russians, in commenting afterward 
on the battle, remarked on the furious 
battling of the men from the Adriatic. 


'And this recalls that in all the cen- 
turies that the Italian soldier had no 
unified country to tight for ho was al- 
ways a stont warrior for the ruler to 
whom he was compelled, teniporarily, to 
give his allegiance. 
His battling accom- 
plifdiments, 
however, 
were 
thus 
swal- 
lowed up or overshadowed in the history 
of the greater kingdom or empire that 
gave another distinctive name^ to its fight- 
ing men. 
A levy of Italian soldiers was 
oftim incorporated in Austrian 
armie« 
while that country domiijiated the greater 
part of the peninsula. 
Their gallantry 
thtis became a. part of Austrian glory. 
Durinjt' the passing centurie«, under dii;« 
ferine ruler», the same fighting Italian 
was/ased'to ohtala frequentivictory.vTh'o 


•^rtviit of his Dattîiiig went to another 
banner. 


The -frghting man of Italy w a s often 
croditabiy lieard iroiii as the generations 
p:is:-,eu and the four magnificent cities 
of 
^'ellic(', 
Florence, 
Pisa 
and 
Genoa 
arose on the ruins or t:he original site of 
the Roman empire. 
Through Venice, in 
itartic'ilar, tlu; unbroken battling line of 
Ihe Italian soldier may be traced. 
This 
aucieijt republic Wiis founded in the fifth 
century 
liy 
refugees 
of 
Aquileia 
and 
other Koman cities, wlio fled before the 
desolating invasion of Attila the 
H u n . 
Venice has been fitly named the Eldest 
Daughter of the l'jiui)ire, and her native 
.soldiers loiight and died for her during 
thirteen linndnHl years until the Italian 
conquest.s of Napoleon Bonaparte ended 
the republic. 
F r o m 
the 
fifth 
to 
the 
eleventh century it was the only Italian 
State that had never subTnitted to the 
German Emperor and no foreign Power 
had been acknowledged within its walls. 
H e r fighters were soldier-sailors, for in 
order to strike a foe they had ever to 
embark on the Adriatic first. 
The Ital- 
ian soldier of Venice w a s a pirate de- 
stroyer for hundreds of years. 
L a t e r he 
fought valiantly against the H u n g a r i a n s 
i and the Gcnoeiie, and then was drawn 
into fighting F r a n c e and Spahi and Ger- 
many, according as the troubles of Eu- 
rope shifted. 
At the Battle of Lepanto, 
September 5, 1571, the Italian soldier of 
Ycnico played a prominent part in the 
great victory over the Turk. 


ITuriiig the early part of the tenth cen- 
tury the It.ilian soldier was kept pretty- 
busy 
fighting. 
First 
his country 
was 
invaded by the M a g y a r s or Hungarians, 
a fierce T u r a n i a n horde, who swept over 
the Alps and ravaged Northern Italy with 
fire and sword, 
l l i e n camé the North- 
men under their famous leader Hastings, 
who captured, plundered and destroyed 
the city of Buna, supposing it w a s Rome. 
Finally the Saracens kept Southern Italy 
in a state of terror until the 
warlike 
P o p e J o h n X. gatliered an Italian army 
and inflicted a severe defeat on them. 
From this lime on the petty princes of 
Italy began their quarrellings, in which 
the fighting m a n of Italy took part for 
centuries, 
according 
a s his 
allegiance 
dictated. 


In A. D. 9S2 the Italian soldier allied 
himself temporarily with the infidel Sar- 
acen" in the southern p a r t of the penin- 
sula and inflicted a decKsive defeat on 
Otto II. of Germany at Crotona, expel- 
ling the invaders f r 6 m the entipe section. 
I t was at this battle t h a t an Italian and 
Saracenic commander exdianged swords 
to "prove ht'Uie steel with foreign s p i r i t " 


In 1347 the Italian soldier of R o m e ral- 
lied around Cola di Rienzi, "the last of 
the Roman Tribunes," a young patriot 
w^ho cherished the hope of restoring the 
land to its former grade of 
greatness. 
Through the prestige of the ready and 
willing fightftig man, Rienzi was enabled 
to put ifi force a number of necessary 
reforms and by strong measures to re- 
duce the nobles to obedience to the gov- 
ernment established. 
L a t e r the fight- 
ing man helped him defeat the Colonnas 
and other nobles who had taken u p ' a r m s 
against him. 


An unforgettable tragedy m the history 
of the 
Indian 
soldier w a s 
his 
a w f u l 
defeat 
at Adowa, 
March 
1, 
1SÎÎ6. 
Menelik, 
an 
Abyssinian 
king, 
with 
120,000 warriors, surrouaded 17,000 of 
Italy's fighting men~7,000 of- them na- 
tive 
troops—in 
the 
Red 
Sea 
colonial 
strip, and iilraost annihilated the little 
army. 
The black men proved the fiercest 
kind of fighters, 80,000 af them hearing 
rifles and uuing them with the effective- 
ness of European troops. 


B u t the descendant of the Romans lived 
up to the reputation of hia ancestors. 
He 
left 6.G78 killed and wounded on the field, 
or over one-third of his army of 17,000 
me«. 
The native soldier became panic 
stricken and ran. 
But no battling man 
ever faced death more bravely than the 
Italian regular. 
An arti^ler,^ command, 
the Third Sicilian battery, were lolennly, 
ordered to '^itmaln at yuuc PO»t and die 


that the remnant of the a m y may llv^i 
The Sicilians did so. 
Out of four officer.« 
and sixty-two men %/ho heard their death 
v,'arrant read b3' their 'jommander, just 
one officer and t\yo men sun-ived. 
The 
others had 
been shot and 
speared 
by 
.swarms of hundreds, as they served their . 
cannon 
while 
their 
comrr.des 
retired. 
Five repeated rushes of 25.000 
Abys- 
siiiians were succossfnlly be^itcn back in 
another part of the field by 1,500 Italian 
regulars. 
In 
this 
fight 
the 
Italian.s 
killed 8,000 and wounded 5,0iÇ Abys- 
sinians 
and a f t e r a desperate struggle 
reached tlie Italian base. 


During the recent w a r undertaken b;?' 
Italy to annex the fringe of desert lan<i 
called Tripoli, the Italian soldier cams 
in for much mauling at the h a n d s of th« 
military 
critics—and 
others. 
I t 
was 
charged—mostly by those who, if 
they 
had been at the .seat of w^ar at all, had 
attached themselves to Turkish and Arali 
headquarters—that tlie fighting m a n ol 
Italy was doing more retiring than b a t ; 
tling and was not showing the proper 
slara-bang, 
aggressive, 
win 
everything 
spirit. 
H e ^vns taken to task for" not 
stalking boldly out into the Sahara, dis- 
arming the skulking A r a b and planting 
the banner of Italy on every sand dung 
w i t h clockwork precision of accomplish- 
m e n t 


T h e f a c t w a s that the Italian soldi« 
wa3 mismanaged, the same as he often 
w a s in the i r a r for the unification ol 
Italy. 
H e w a s marched, a f t e r the fash- 
ion of ancient heroic defi, to aai advajBced 
spot, apparently just for the purpose ol 
proving ho had gone forward. 
No sys- 
tem backed up or protected his advance; 
no scheme of holding in a practical w^y, 
permanently, the ground gained. He waa 
picketed 
unscientifically, 
according 
to 
m a n y reports, so that it was 
ridiculously 
easy for the crawling Arab, a master is 
the' a r t of conce;ilment, to creep up in 
the dark, stab to death and demoralize. 
I t w a s criminal to station a soldier who 
is the antithesis of patient, cool calcu- 
lation in this haphazard way, and as a 
consequence the first few months of Ital- 
ian occupation were a record of unnec- 
essary fata^fty and blundering, with the 
misled fighting m a n of Italy the victim. 


Furious Night Fight. 
I 


On October 23, 1911, a body of A r a b s 
appeared before the Italian line in tlie 
vicinity of Boii-Meliana as a feint. 
They 
assaulted and while they were being 8»- 
pelled their main body attacked the Ital- 
ian position 
in 
the rear. 
During 
t h e 
fight t h a t ensued tT\'o battalions of Ber- 
saglieri, a f a m o u s Italian soldier body, 
Avere cut off, hemmed in and, gallantly 
resisting, perished to the last man. 
On 
October 20 a fresh aijsault w a s 
made 
along the entire line. 
West of the cav- 
alry barracks the Arabs and the fight- 
ing men of Ital.\' clinched in hand 
to 
hand battling. 
As night Ciune on the 
Italians slept on 
tlieir 
ai-ms 
in 
the 
trenches, worn out with the terrific day. 
Suddenly their A r a b foes crept over tlie 
sands aed thre^v 
themselves 
on 
theli 
half-aroused adversaries. 
Curved kuive.s 
did fatal execution, and the Italian sol- 
dier awoko to fight a brief second and 
then die. 


When the curtain rose on the fii-st act 
of the Italian unification drama in 1858, 
Napoleon III., whose policy was to aid 
Sardinia 
against 
Austria, 
uttered 
this 
f a m o u s dictum:—"Italy 
must 
be 
free 
•from the Alps to the Adriatic." 
T h e 
Italian soldier made the dictum a true" 
prophecy. 
H e has battled his way 
to 
liberty 
under a 
monarch 
of 
his 
own 
choosing, for the ballot has played 
aa 
prominent a part as the bayonet in t h e 
knitting together of modern Italy. 


The valor of the soldier of Italy pro- 
ceeds principally f r o m a quick inspira- 
tion, a martial emotion and an impulse 
of impetuosity. 
H e has it in him to dasa 
aiid seize, rather t h a n to win his fight 
through fortitude. 
The glitter and the ' 
high lights of grim war bring out 
his 
militant endeavor much more 
strongly 
than tlie prosaic hardsliips. and the dull 
endurances of the campaign in trendies. 
A long, arduous siege or a monotonous 
march is far fro no being the best test 
of his soldiership. 


And his class oi: valor has its victories 
no loss renowned ^ a n the slowef «ad

Augiistulus, the last Kmperor of tiic

Empire, was 
toppled 
from Iiis tlu'ono 
the sturdy Icj^ionary

Latinm, 
or 
Etrtiria, 
or 
Veuetia, or any of the political divisions 
of Itulia, was released from alle-giaJice 
to a government that had been wiped 
off the world's map, and lie was conse- 
quently out of hLs soldier's job. 


Fought for Unity. 


Thousands of such fighters, natives 
of the soil that cradled great Home, 
returned 
to their provinces. 
Odoacer 
was bailed Patrician of Italy by the 
barbarian 
mercenaries who had 
over- 
turned the Empire. 
Tlie retired legion- 
ary fought the interloper, and fourteen 
yeare later, when Odoaeer was ßlain Ijy 
his successor, Tlieodoric, King of the 
Ostrogoths, the old Roman soldier con- 
tiJiued to fight. 
He was battling against 
the rule of the stranger when he died, 
iiud he bequeathed 
the conflict for a 
new nationalisation to his son. 
And so 
it continued from one son to another. 
Darned 
along in twenry-five 
militant 
transfer-^ 
until* the 
unity 
of 
modem 
italy 
was assured, fourteen 
centuries 
later. 


And how comes it that so valiant a 
people, 
w'itli so inspiring a 
heritage, 
failed to form into a new empire, instead 
of 
reraaioing 
vassal 
to 
the 
modern 
nations so long? 
Ask the reason for the 
crumbling of mighty Greece, whoso in- 
jvincible 
sons 
were 
of 
the 
fighting 
phalanx of the great Alexander, 
and 
the £iSDio an.swer will apply to the de- 
scendants of the Roman. 
The Italian 
soldier was divided against himself by 
those wlio successfully plotted Iiis coun- 
try'« iruin.

battluig of this ideal Italian soldier. 


On May 5, ISOO, in pursuance of secret 
.schemes for the confederation of all tlie 
Italian States under one flag and gov- 
ernment, Garibaldi eluded the vigilance 
of tlic Sardinian authorities and sailed 
from Genoa Avitli n foi-ce of but 1,000 vol- 
unteers, armed Avith bad mn.skets iintl 
without .ammunition. 
Marji tlie number 
of troops well for the keener apprecia- 
tion of the glory of Garibaldi. 


Tlie expedition put into Orbetello. 
The 
leader boldly Avent to the armory there, 
demanded 
ammunition 
in 
the 
king's 
name, and, got it from the deluded cus- 
todians, iTlong with a few obsolete can- 
non. 
Landing was made at Marsala and 
the march on Palermo, the capital of 
Sicily, 
begun, 
volunteers 
joining 
tlie 
movement everywhere. 
At the 
height 
of Calatjjfimi, on the top of which the 
Neapolitans were posted, they number- 
ed tAviccithe infantry and artillery of 
Garibaldi^Tho volunteers attacked the 
height once, twice, thrice before they 
overcame the vigorous repulses of the 
enemy, who fell back on Palermo. 


Garibaldi then began the first of his 
famous "march ..around 
them" 
move- 
ments which signalized a number of bis 
A'ictories—after the manner of Stonewall 
Jackson at Chancellorsville. H e jsent his 
artillery up a mountain road with a small 
detachment to face the' enemy, mean- 
while encircling tlie city to tJie sontb. 
At early dawn 6n May 27 lie assaulted 
Palermo on the east while 5,000 of the 
Neapolitans were searching for him in 
the mountains. 
But there werp X5,000 
in garrison to confront Ihim. With barely 
2.000 wen lie cat h k way tbrougb to tlie 
heart of the city. Barricading the streets, 
be was j o i n ^ by th« PAlermitans, and

fleet joined in this bombardment. 
May 
.'K) the Neapolitan coniinander proposed 
an armistice, during Avliicli his 5,Out! 
mountain searching troops returned. 1'he 
rwjjjiant of liaribaldi's thou.sand, a few- 
hundred banditti from the hills and a 
large number of the unarmed 
populace 
were all mat ojiposed these 20.000 regu- 
lare. The conditions proposed 
by the 
N(ia])olitan 
authorities 
being of 
little 
benefit, Garibaldi had the splendid au- 
dacity to break off the negotiations. He 
cowed the royalists, who 
siirxenderod 
the city to him and evacuated it. Next he 
defeated an immensely superior force at 


Mi\u7//.o, 
taking that city after desperate 
I>and-to-hand fighting. 
Two instnnces 
of tlie fighting qualities of the Italian 
soldier stand out in the latter battle. 


Two guns of the royalist artillery were 
doing great execution near a highroad 
angle. 
Alessandro 
Pizzoli 
deliberately 
leaped before them so as to divert at- 
tention from a flank movement by a 
small band of his comrades. 
H e drew 
the fire and Avas bloAvn limb from limb 
a moment before the pieces -«verc cap- 
tured. 


Garibaldi Fought with Sabre. 


Again, the royalist commander ordered 
a body of cavali-y to charge and capture 
a guu being avcII served by the volun- 
teers. 
Tiiey failed and on their retreat 
the Garibaldian infantry took 
station 
behind the hcxlge to escape the horsef/ 
and to empt>- saddles. 
Garibaldi ami his 
aide-d{:-ca.uyi, Giuseppe Missori, both ou 
foot, remained in the road. 
The hoi-se- 
men, maddened at the sight of their reijl- 
ing conu'iules, swarmed round eager to 
cut doAvn the only two of tlie enemy in 
sight. 
Missori s-liot the hoi-se of the roy- 
alist captain, who slashed, at Garibaldi 
as the animal fell. Garibaldi parried the 
stroke and, holding the bridle of 
the 
kneeling horse, killed the captain with a 
sabre blow. 
Then, rushing to the side 
of his aide, the leader and his subordi- 
nate withstood th! attack of ten cavalry- 
men until four were killed and 
their 
comradés rushed from the hedge. 
With 
but 3,0(K) troops against 10,000 in an in- 
trenched ijosition. Garibaldi crossed to 
tlie mainland and took Reggio. .There 
was a fierce struggle in the great ca- 
thedral square of that city. 
One of the 
most fiery and gallant subordinate gen- 
erals of the 
Garibtildians 
was 
Nino 
Bixio. The horses he successively mount- 
ed at (ibis battle received an aggregate 
of nineteen wound«. 
He was wounded 
twice in the arm as he led bis division. 
In writing of liis war experiences later 
he verified a local historian as follow§;r— 
"My 
iiorses 
received, ten 
bullets 
at 
Rome, nineteen at Reggio, throe at Mad- 
daloni. 
My own carcass Avas honored 
by three bullets at Rome, ono at Paler- 
mo, two at Reggio and a fractnre of the 
leg at the passage 
of 
the 
Volturno/' 
Garibtldl « n t him to bed th« night fol- 
lowing Reggio, saying, ''I Bopposo the 
balla that reach yqu aré made of puff- 


his Avouiuls. His .soldiers were always 
complaining of Iiis bad temper and harsh 
language. 


" l i e is mad; he is intolerable," the 
oliijiteers cried to (Garibaldi. 
"Very ji'cii. 
T'nder whom do you wish 
to sei've^ ¡henV askcnl their cliief leader. 


"VVhatV 
Oh, under Bixio, of course," 
was the answer. 


At the Battle of the Yoltumo, October 
1 and 2, 18ÜÜ, Garibaldi led 20,000 ill- 
arm(<d and badly drilled troops aaainst 
30,000 regulars. 
The decisive 
moment 
of the day was when Garibaldi himself, 
at the head of a body of IIun<rarian and 
Milanese cavalry, backcd with a brilliant 
bayonet charge, swept the field in the 
direction of Capua. 
The battle was won 
with 2,012 men and 77 officers prisoners 
of war. 
Naples and Sicily, as a result of 
this battle, voted to annex themselves to 
Sardinia, and at a meeting between Vic- 
tor Emmanuel and Garibaldi the former 
Avas formally hailed as King of All Italy. 
Fi-om this time on until the final in- 
clusion of iionie and Venice Avithin the 
kingdom 
of 
Italy 
Garibaldi 
fougiit 
valiantly a number of losing battles— 
often in defiance of the King ho had 
made. 
Iiis entire life was given to the 
unification of Italy. 
"When he visited 
England 
and 
other 
foreign 
countries 
Jater he Avas hailed as the greatest fight- 
ing man of his day. 


Numberless Instances of braA-ery, de- 
votion and sacrifice during the Garibal- 
dian period attest the battling qualities 
of the Italian soldier. Tlie Cairoli fam- 
ily furnished the most noteworthy ex- 
ample. 
Five brothers participated in the 
.struggle for Italian unification on the 
battlefield, while their mother 
Avas as 
great a patriot within all po.ssible lim- 
itations of her sphere. Four of the broth- 
ers fell fighting. 
Eurico, one of Gari- 
baldi's Thousand, 
was killed 
gallantly 
charging at Villa Glori, 3807. 
Giovanni, 
another brother, died from wounds re- 
ceived in the same battle. 
Luigi, 
an- 
other 
brother, 
died 
marching 
through 
Calabria, 
in 
1S60. 
Ernesto, 
still another brother, was killed in battle 
at'Varese, 1859. 


Two other remarkable soldiers of the 
Garibaldian epoch were Pietro San Slar- 
tino, a Sicilian nobleman, who distin- 
guished himself as an infanfryman at 
Palermo and Milnzzo, not beiiig ashamed 
to fight side by side with Giacomo Pol- 
lacie, .'.nothcr infantrymau, son of a 
glover and but twelve years old. 
Both 
youthful soldiers fou.gbt with the great- 
est enthusiasm, preferring the hand-to- 
hand combat whenever they could get 
close enough to the enemy after rifle fire. 
At Milazzo the tweh'c-year-old Pollacic 
wounded two burly royalists in a bay- 
onet charge and killed two at the first 
Tolleys. 


The Italian soldier fought gallantly side 
by side with the soldier of France in the 
war waged against Austria d^iring the 
year .1850. At the Battle of Solferino, 
fotMfht June 34, th« Pledmonteso troop s 
had for their division of battlins? task 
the »torming of tbe height* of San Mar« 
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riiio. 
As a ¡ireliininary 
tlierc 'ivas 
fill 
obitiuate fight of several hours toward 
the l.ake of Guarda, the Itiiliaii soldier 
t.eing aiiain and aicuin rc[)ulsed. 
'i'he 
Fi-ejieh in the incantime had Avon their 
end of the battle against the Austrians 
on Cavriana height.'-, and, as one .of their 
c(.inniand(>rs afterward di'clared :— 


"Vv'e left the slory of the other end of 
the field to the Piedmonte.^e." 


And the French confidence was not 
misplaced, for late in the afternoon, after 
)iis many <]espei-ate attacks and repulses, 
the Italian soklier made one more, last, 
supreme effort and carried San Martino 
with mishty bayonet rushes the Aus- 
trians could nut withstand. 
The loss of 
tiie allies in this ijreat battle was 17.000 
and the Austrians 22,000. At the previous 
battles of Moutr'brlio, fought May 20; 
raioslro, fou.sht ?.Iay 30 and ol, and 
^lagcnta, fought .Tune 4, the fighting 
man of Italy shared the glory of vic- 
tory to the full Avith his French ally. 


On 
March IS, l.^i^S, the people of 
Milan, ^'icenza. I'adun, Brescia, Bergamo 
and Venice rose against their Austrian 
rulers and attacked the Austrian soldiers 
in garrison. 
The King of Sardinia, the 
most liberal soA'ereign of Italy, at once 
joined them in their war on Austria. 
This 
roost 
extensive confederation 
of 
Italian 
soldiers seen 
in centuries 
at- 
tacked the enemy at Goito and won a 
decisive victory, although opposed hy a 
larger army of seasoned 
troops. 
May 
23 the Austrians, with a force of 19,0(.;0 
men and forty pieces of artillery, 
at- 
tacked Vicenza, garrisoned 
with 3,000 
Italian soldiers, mostly volunteers. 
The 
attack Avas''repelled with a loss of 800 
killed and Avounded to the 
assailants 
and 'iOTcilled and 130 wounded to the de- 
fenders. 
The defence of Vicenza was 
ju.stly considered one of the most bril- 
liant feats of arms of the war. 
At Cur- 
tatone, .May 20, the Austrians, Avith 15,- 
000 men and twenty-three pieces of artil- 
lery, attacked a force of Tuscan students 
and volunteers numbering 7,000 men and 
eleven pieces of artillery'. 
Twice the 
Italian soldier repelled a determined as- 
sault by the enemy, giving Avay the third 
ti?no only after every artilleryman had 
been killed at the guns and the Tuscan 
killed' and wounded equalled nearly half 
their original force. 


In Crimean War. 


During the Crimean War a force of 
Piedmontose troops w-on great credit by 
tlieir gallant fighting at tlie Battle of 
Tcliernaya, August IG, 1855. These men 
had been sent to help France and lOug- 
land in a war that was no concern of Sar- 
dinia at all, at the suggestion of the 
great Prime Minister Cavour, who loobet! 
for the aid of the two larger countries 
later in the unification of Italy. 
Even 
the Russians, in commenting afterward 
on the battle, remarked on the furious 
battling of the men from the Adriatic. 


'And this recalls that in all the cen- 
turies that the Italian soldier had no 
unified country to fight for he Avas al- 
ways a stout warrior for the ruler to 
whom he was compelled, temporarily, to 
give his nlle^-iance. 
His battling accom- 
plishments, however, were thus swal- 
lowed xip or overshadowed in the history 
of the greater kingdom or empire that 
gave another distinctive name' to its fight- 
ing men. A levy of Italian soldiers was 
often incorporated in Austrian armicB 
Avhile that country domii^ated the greater 
part of the peninsula. 
Their gallantry 
thtis became a. part of Aiistrian glory. 
Durin|f the passing centnriee, under diC'- 
ferenC rulers, the same fighting Italian 
wasyTiaed to obtain freauent victory.. The 


«-ríMit of his DRttiiiig went to another 
banner. 


The -frghliüg man of Italy Avas often 
cr. di(al)i.s' he.-U'd from as th<i generations 
jiassed and the four magnificent cities 
of Venice, Florence, 
risa 
and 
Genoa 
arose on the ruins of the original site of 
the lloman empire. Through Venice, in 
])aniellar, the unl)rokon battling line of 
llie liaiiaii solilicr may be traced. 
This 
;nieieut republic was founded in the fifth 
century 
by refu.^ees of 
Aquileia 
and 
other Koni.an citics, Avlio fled before the 
desolating invasion of Attila tlie Hun. 
Venice has been fitly named the Eldest 
Dui.'ghtcr of the lOmjdre, and her native 
soldiers^ fouglit and died for her during 
ihirtcen hundrtnl yeors until the Italian 
conquests of Napoleon Bonaparte ended 
the repiiblic. 
From 
the 
fifth to 
the 
eleventh century it Avas the only Italian 
Slate that had never submitted to the 
German Kmperor and no foreign Power 
had been acknowledged Avithin its walls. 
Her fighters were soldier-sailors, for in 
order to strike a foe they bad ever to 
embark on tlie Adriatic first. 
The Ital- 
ian soldier of V(>DÌce was a pirate de- 
stroyer for hundreds of years. 
Later he 
fought valiantly against the Hungarians 
and the Genociíe, and then 
Avas drawnj 
into fighting France and Spain and Ger- 
many, according as the troubles of Eu- 
rope shifted. 
At the Battle of Lepanto, 
September 5, 1571, the Italian soldier of 
Vcnico played a prominent part in the 
gi^it victory over the Turk. 


Iluriiig the early part of the tenth cen- 
turj' the Hallan soldier was kept pretf-y- 
busy fighting. 
First his country 
was 
inv.aded by the Magyars or Hungarians, 
a fierce 1'iiranian horde, Avho swept over 
the Alps and ravaged Northern Italy with 
fire and sword. 
Theu camé the North- 
men under their famous leader Hastings, 
Avho captured, plundered aiid destroyed 
the city of Luna, supposing it was Rome. 
Finally tiie Saracens kept Southern Italy 
in a state of terror until the warlike 
Pope John X. gathered an Italian army 
and inflicted a severe defeat on them. 
I'rom this tiuie on the petty princes of 
Italy began tlieir quarrellings, in which 
the fighting n¡aii of Italy took pa-rt for 
centuries, 
according 
as liis 
allegiance 
dictated. 


In A. D. 9S2 the Italian soldier allied 
liim.self temporarily with the infidel Sar- 
accn in the southern part of the penin- 
sula ami inflicted a decisive defeat on 
Otto II. of Germany at Crolona, expel- 
ling the invader-s fr6m the entire section. 
It was at this battle that an Italian and 
Saracenic commander exchanged sAVords 
to "prove homo steel Avith foreign .spirit" 


In 1347 the Italian soldier of Rome -ral- 
lied around Cola dì Rienzi, "the last of 
the Roman Tribunes," a young patriot 
Avho chcri.shed the hope of restoring the 
land to its former grade of greatness. 
Through the prestige of the ready anil 
willing fighting man, Rienzi Avas enabled 
to put i{i force a number of necessary 
reforms and by strong measures to re- 
duce the nobles to obedience to the gov- 
ernment establi.shcd. 
Later the fight- 
ing man helped him defeat the Colonnas 
and other nobles Avho had taken up arms 
against him. 


An unforgettable tragedy in the history 
of the Indian soldier 
Avas his awful 
defeat 
at Adowa, 
March 
1, 
IS'Jo. 
Menelilc, 
an 
Abyssinian 
king, 
with 
120,000 warriors, surrouaded 17,000 of 
Italy's fighting men—7,000 of- them na- 
tivo tioops—in 
tlic 
Red 
Sea 
colonial 
strip, and almost annihilated the little 
army. 
The black men proved the fiercest 
kind of fighters, 80,000 oí them bearing 
rifles and using thera with the effective- 
ness of liuropean troops. 


But the descendant of the Romans lived 
up to the reputation of his ancestors. 
He 
left6.G78 killed and wounded on the field, 
or over one-third of his array of 17,000 
m e / 
The native soldier became panic 
striekcn and ran. 
But no battling man 
ever fitced death more bravely than the 
Italiatk regular. 
An arü^Ier.'' command, 
the Third Sicilian battery, were solemnly 
ordered to "remain at your nost and dio 


that the remnant of the .arn^y may live': 
The Sicilians did so. Out of tour officer.« 
and sixty-two men ^^•ho hoard their death 
warrant read by their commander, just 
one officer and two men survived. 
The 
others had been shot and speared by 
swarms of hundreds, as they served their . 
cannon 
Avhile their 
comrr.des 
retired. 
Five repeated rushes of 25.000 Abys- 
siiiians Avcx-e succciîsfnlly boiitcn back in 
another part of the field by 1,500 Italian 
regulars. 
In 
tlus îight 
the 
Italians 
killed 8,000 and wounded 
Abys- 


sinians 
and after a desperate struggle 
reached the Italian base. 


During the recent Avar undertaken hy 
It^ily to annex the fringe of desert lan<i 
called Tripoli, the Italian soldier cam« 
in for much mauling at the hands of thfl 
militîiry 
critics—and 
others. 
It 
was 
charged—mostly by those who, if they 
had been at the seat of war at all, had 
attached themselves to Turki.sh and Arall 
headquarters—that the fighting man ol 
Italy Avas doing more retiring than bab^ 
tling and was not showing the proper 
slam-bang, 
aggres-s-ive, 
win 
everything 
spirit. 
Ho Avas taken to ta.sk for'uol 
stalking boldly out into the Sahara, dis- 
arming the skulking Arab and planting 
the banner of Italy on erery sand dung 
with clockwork precision of accomplish- 
ment. 


The fact was that the Italian saldici 
was misniajiaged, the same as he often 
was in the Avar for the unification ol 
Italy. 
He was marched, after the fash- 
ion of ancient heroic defi, to an advanced 
spot, apparent!:/ just for the purpose ol 
proving ho had gone forward. 
No sys- 
tem backed up or protected his advance; 
no scheme of holding in a practical "»ray, 
permanently, the ground gained. He waa 
picketed 
unscientifically, 
according 
to 
many reports, so that it was ridiculously 
easy for the craAvling Arab, a master ia 
the' art of concealment, to creep op in 
the dark, stab to death and demoralize. 
It was criminal to station a soldier who 
is the .mtithesis of patient, cool calcu- 
lation in this haphazard way, and as a 
consequence the first few months of Ital- 
ian occupation were a record of unnec- 
essary fatality and blundering, "with the 
misled fighting man of Italy the victim. 


Furious Nîg:ht Fight. 
1 


On October 23, 1911, a body of Arabs 
appeared before the Italian line in the 
vicinity of Bou-Meliana as a feint. They 
as.saulted and while they were beang 8»- 
pelled their main body attacked the Ital- 
ian position in the rear. 
During 
the 
fight that en.sued tvs'o battalions of Ber- 
saglieri, a famous Italian soldisr body, 
Avere cut off, hemmed in and, gallantly 
resisting, perished to the last man. 
On 
October 20 a frei;h a^-sault was made 
along the entire line. 
West of the cav- 
alry barracks the Arabs and the fight- 
ing men of Italy clinched in hand 
to 
hand battling. 
As night came on the 
Italians slept on 
their 
ai-ms 
in 
the 
trenches, Avorn out Avith the terrific day. 
Suddenly their Arab foes crept OA'er tiie 
sands a«d tlireAv themselves on 
their 
half-aroused adversaries. 
CurA^ed knivea 
did fatal execution, and the Italian sol- 
dier awoko to fight a brief second and 
then die. 


^^^len the »mrtain rose on the firet act 
of the Italian unification drama in 1S5S, 
Napoleon III., whoso policy was to aid 
Sardinia against Austria, uttered 
this 
famous dictum:—"Italy 
must bo free 
•from the Alps to the Adriatic." 
The 
Italian soldier made the dictum a true" 
prophecy. 
Me has battled his way to 
liberty under a monarch of his ow-n 
choosing, for the ballot has played as 
prominent a part as the bayonet in tlie 
knitting togiither of modern Italy. 


The valor of the soldier of Itiily pro- 
ceeds principally from a quick inspira- 
tion. a martial emotion and an impulse 
of impetuosity. 
He has it in him to dasa 
and seize, rather than to win his fight 
through fortitude. 
The glitter and the ' 
high lights of grim war bring out his 
militant endeavor much more strongly 
tluin the prosaic hardships and the dull 
endurances of the campaign in trenches. 
A long, arduous siege or a monotonous 
march is far from being the best test 
of his soldiership. 


And his class of valor has its victories - 
no lees renowned tiltan the slower aad 
more Blogf&ih Mtonm^ha.

tight on, haye to earn at least their own 
keep; the girls go to town as housemaids, 
Into factories, shops and all those lanes 
of employment where, for the German 
maid, there is ao little profit and BO much 
temptation and danger. 
And the man 
himself, -with family broken up, future 
ancCTtain, the present 
terrible in its 
anxiety, may be well excused for taking 
up any method of forgetting his hard- 
ihips, be it alcohol or anarchism. 


Morality, not in the individual but in 
-the masses, after all is to a veiy large 
extent a matter of conditions, and it is 
the great fortune of this country tliat it 
is in itself such a great consimier of its 
•>wn products that, no matter what may 
Uappen, American workmen, led by the 
genius of American engineers and busi- 
ness men, will always be able to main- 
tain their standard of life well above the 
ivorage of most conntries of Europe. 


There are two essential elemente in 
Ibe sitnation cniated by tho war witli 
which on« bus to count with respect to 
its probsble' outcome and bearing on the 
vozM's trade, and they arc Ihc present 
iiirersion of the flow of trade .ond the 
ttt^lity of Tarious countries to finance 
thi resumption of traffic after the war.

- That is what is goiug to happen to 
Germany, which naturally must be con- 
isidered first in this connccíion, for it is 
the nation more than any otlier one re- 
lying on exports in the development of 
its industries, and it is also the nation

rupted more than that of any other com- 
batant. 
It is, therefore, of the greatest 
importance to find ont just bow Ger- 
inriny is going to fare after all is over, 
esjT'Cially as, to a certain extent, i/its 
Wi?;/ gire some indication 
an to the prob- 
able duration 
of ihc present 
idrugglc. 


In the development of German exports 
there are two elements Arliich have not 
been iuifficientiy realized and which have 
a tremendous bearing both on the pres- 
ent 
f-ituatiou 
and 
especially 
on 
that 
Vr'hxcb iz likely to be created after the 
w-ar. 


The first -f tJie.se two element,;; is that 
Germany 
in its foreign business, went 
in an 
extremely 
large 
measure 
after 
^7)10.11 h-n-cf. 
The Tfnited State.s also has 
1 rjuifc respectable foreign bu.siness, but 
it bandies only what may be called staple 
'.commodities. 
It exports, iet us say, type- 
writeri-', and makes them with Russian, 
Portuguese and other alphabets, hut only 
V. hen the amount of these epc'ial type- 
writers 
is 
largo enough 
to make the 
handling of that particular line profit- 
able. 
It exports a lot of steel, but only i 
in seizes and shapes for which there i.s i 
either a large market ai. home or heavy | 
orders have been received from íübroad. ! 
If an American manufacturer were ap- 
|)roa< hcd with a small order for a special 
aiiiclo wanted in. say, the Chinese trade, 
li'' v.oald probably decline to take it. 


Now this speü.s overcautious 
conser- 
'.atism oit oue hand, and may even de- 
•.olijp into deplorable lack of initiative, 
but on Ihe otiier hand let us see for a 
moment to what the opposite tendency 
has brought Germany.

When Germany comes "back to Brazil, 
China, 
Argentina 
and 
a 
good 
many 
other countries to which it used to ex 
port hundreds of millions' worth of good;> 
manufactured for these special marke;. 
it will find that such good« are now i.. 
demand only in the most backward, and 
therefore poorest, sections of the coun- 
try and that everywhere else people are 
perfectly 
willing 
to take 
the 
stapie 
goods 
and 
are 
rather 
proud 
to 
be' 
"dressed and addressed" like Americans 
and Englishmen, rather than maintain 
their out of date fashions and methods. 


In their willingues.s to deliver to coun- 
tries somewhat backward in their de- 
velopment e-tactly what these countries 
dcujauded 
the Gennans got their trade 
at a cost concerning whicli more will bo 
said later; but on the whole they have 
been an element of retrogression rather 
than progress, and 1:ha.t never pays. You 
can pander to the worse feelings of a 
people or help thern develop the bettor 
ones. 
It is not necessary to explain to 
the .\jnerican public which method pays 
better in the end. 
And now that the 
United States'and Great Britain have got 
a chance at educating foreign markets in 
the coDSumptiort of the best tJhat they 
can make for their own exacting home 
markets, the opportuuity for Gerznàny 
to get back the trade in what mvst be 


considered 
a, poorer 
grade 
of 
goods, 
cither ou account of cheapness, or gaudi- 
ness, or backward design, as in the case 
of tools, will be a very slim one. 


But tho loss of special markets means 
not only the loss of the trade itself, but 
also the Ickss of the very heavy invest- 
ment 
which 
German 
manufacturers 
made in tho forin of development w o r k - 
special 
tools, 
gages 
and 
looms. 
All 
those will have to go to the scrap heap, 
a sacrifice 
to the fetish 
of "export 
trade 
development 
at all costs." 
And with it 
will go the investment in the form of a 
selling organization built on the principle 
of "let us know what you want and we 
will have it for you, even at a loss 
to us." 


The curse of tho German export trade, 
as far as the Germans themselves were 
concerned, was that it was done to a 
very large extent without due regard to 
the question of profits. 
After all, every 
man is in business for the income that 
ho has to get out of i t 
A concern has 
sometimes to go into unprofitable under- 
takings when it expects special benefits 
to derive from it, but if the management 
is at all wise the unprofitable part of 
the business will be such as to aiffect tho 
balance side at the end of the year in a 
manner a.s little n-a^iceable as possible. 


In Germany 
the export 
trade was too 
intcrftoitLcd 
icíth politics for really 
closc 
attention 
to Zic paid to profits. 
The gov- 
ernment was very active in getting con- 
tracts for the leading German firms, and 
in doing so considered mainly the politi- 
cal bearing of the matter. 
In St. Peters- 
burg, 
Johannesburg 
and 
Pekin 
alike, 
German consular and diplomatic agents 
were nothing bu\ uniformed salesmen; 
and, to their crcdit, il mmt 
5c said tJiat 
th^ey did get the Juiciness. 
At the other 
end, in Germany, tho concerns hod 
to 
take the business even if tJie prices did 
not suit them; first, because it was con- 
sidered iu the light of a patriotio -duty; 
and, second, because banking accommo- 
dations and railroad rebates are predi- 
cated mainly on the amount of foreign 
business done by the company. 


All this created such a mixup iff poli- 
cies and accounts that, while the Ger- 
man industry did a tremendous amount 
of 
business, 
1:he number 
of 
concerns 
that paid good dividends or had- lai-gc 
depreciation and reserve dividend funds 
is surprisingly small. If there wore firms 
with such funds it was because they did 
an exceptionally large amount of home 
business on conditions of absoluto mo- 
nopoly, and thus the home 
consumer 
made up for losses iu the foreign trade. 


The great bearing fJiat this 
have 
on tlic x>ost-'belIum situation is this:— 


The German government 
practically 
forced the national industry to develop 
a large export trade in order, first, to 
create in. tlüs respect a political ma- 
chine scarcely inferior to tlio war ma- 
chine in imijortancc to Gcnnau aggres- 
sion; second, it was only by the develop- 
ment of a great export industi'y, even 
though done at a los.s, that 
Germany 
•could maintain a. trade balance in the 
face of its large foreign indebtedness 
and mad expenditure for tho army and 
navy at: home. 
What German ind.iistr.v 
lost abroad wtis, iu effcct, .a concealcd 
premium paid for gold by the Germaoi 
banks, 
which 
otherwise 
would 
have 
gone bankrupt, on. account, of naturally 
unfavorable trade balances; in the third 
place, exports; were necessary to develop 
t i e German merchant marine and then 
to justify the creation of a navy to pro- 
tect it. 


"When the rroio-kc of battle 'clears away 
it will be found that tho political im- 
iwrtanco of the export trade is gone, 
together viith plans for aggressive poli- 
tics.

'J?rade expansion as a means for the 
maintenance of a balance also will be 
scarcely p<Kjsible for Germany after the 
war, and that for several reasons. 
The 
financing of the -^ar expenses, now done 
by the issue of temiwrary securities, will 
in the first years after the war create 
such a drain on the world's resources 
that few new Bccnrities will find a mar- 
ket. 
Then the contraction of the busi- 
ness of concems which now are kept 
going by government orders for pur- 
poses connected wiUi the war, preceding 
by a couple of year» the rcisimiption of 
thq regular business on tho usual scale, 
will for a time prodncc such a general 
depression all over the world tíiat na- 
tions -will guard their resources 
too 
jealously to permit anybody to do much 
exporting for tho sake of the balance of 
trade. 
At least, the rapid contxacting 
of exportt; after the panic oif 190T in 
this coontry teaches us this leseton.

There is, however, one element bearing 
on the industrial situation in Germany 
which wo have not yet mentioned, and 
that is foreign investmeoits and the atti- 
tude of buyers in the most importanf* 
German markets, the latter being the 
very nations with whom Germany is at 
war now. 
After all, apart 
from the 
United States, Germany had no better 
markets than Russia, England and its 
colonics, Belgium and France ; and to a 
very large extent Germany financed its 
industry by French and British credits 
and investments. 


It has been stated that German hankers 
asserted with glee that if ' German in- 
dustry is ruined it will be French and 
British investors who will suffer. 
That 
may be a pleasant thought while the war 
lasts, but when German promoters come 
on the Paris and London markets three, 
and perhaps thirteen, years from to-day 
i;hey will have to do a lot of explaining 
before they can get any new money for 
enterprises east of the Rhine. 
There 
is 
such a thing as Jcilling the goose 
which 
lays 
ike golden 
eggs, 
and that 
is 
the 
Icind of sport th-at seldom 
pays. 


In addition to that one must count 
with the sentiment of the buyerri. 
In 
trade 
quality 
and 
prices have 
about 
ninety-five per cent influence in the deci- 
sion as to t.he place ci purchase of goods, 
but there is five per cent of eentiment, 
future considerations, &c., which must 
not be lost sight of. It was a very clever 
idea, on the part of the German General 
Staff to appoint as officers of the troops 
of occupation in Belgiaji towns German 
business men who have been residents 
of these towns before war began. 
We 
may well assume t i a t these business men 
were not actually employed as spies pre- 
vious to the war, thongh there can be 
scarcely any doubt that the obser>.-ations 
«f 
these 
German 
business 
men 
were 
not without value. 
But 
after ^the 
war 
will not the average 
Belgian 
merchant 
consider 
every 
German 
salesm att 
in 
Louvain 
as tho man who may 
NEXT

order him shot for ecnpressing his 
horror at the burning of his native 
city? 
This makes for the five per cent of senti- 
ment which will for a long time be a 
factor against business witli Germany,

This is particularly important in view 
of the fact that a very large share of 
export trade is"dono with large corpora- 
tions, municipalities and 
governments, 
c.specially with the two latter classcs, 
whose field of activity has a stnjng ten- 
dency to expand in all directions. 
With 
this class of buyers it may be conserva- 
tively assumi>d that sentiment, political 
considerations, 
play not five but at 
least fifteen per cent, and a fifteen per 
cent handicap is absolutely pD-^hibitivo 
to modern business getting.

Add to tlie foregoing the fact that of 
all the countries engaged in thè pres- 
ent war Germany will suffer the most 
from the inteiTuption of trade. 
For in- 
stance, Russia exported mainly raw ma- 
terials, such as foodstuffs, manganese, 
platinum, furs. 
Its factories vt'orked ex- 
clusively for the supply of the home 
market, which proved always too big for. 
them, and had to be supplemented by for- 
eign imports. 
What the war means for 
them is, therefore, a necessity to satisfy 
the local demand, and that means good 
wages for the men and good profits for 
the employers. 
If we take into con- 
sideration the big demand on the produc- 
tion of Russian factories due to govern- 
ment orders, wc will easily get au idea of 
the rush which must just novi prevail in 
the Russian siiojie. , 


Even during tho Japanese war, when 
iJic number of men in tìjc field hardly 
amounted to as. much as one quarter of 
these ensiiged now, and when for polit- 
ical reasons a fair proportion of the gov- 
ernment orders went abroad, the Rus- 
sian shops v\ere rushed to capacity and 
the -wages went up in many cases, vol- 
untarily, ten to fifteen per c^iut. 
Then; 
howerer, hoports were free, virile n w 
the Buasian industries hare toXiIl 'up the 


big gap created by shutting out Germany, 
across whose frontier there has flowed 
annually 
a current of trade valued at 
considerably more than $300,000,000. 


The Russian chemical industries have 
been for some time quite active, and it 
was only the difficulty of competing with 
German imports that prevented the Rus- 
sians from developing the production of 
chemical materials to their fullest ex- 
tent. 
Nevertheless, there are already 
several Russian concems, such as the 


A possible move of importance in the 
future may be the tightening of the im- 
perial connections due to the war. 
An 
aD-empire 
tariff, 
which 
would 
have 
given certain preferential rates to Brit- 
ish imports in the colonics, is a thing 
of which British manufacturers have 
been thinking for a Icyig time, but which 
a year ago could not have been broached 
for many reasons. 
It is curious that

velopment of the ""blind tiger 'industry." 
The country has really gone dry. 
From 
information received this has 
already 
produced a good influence on the general 
life of the people, and even the govern- 
ment is coming around to the belief that 
a dry country is more easily kept in 
order. 
At the end of the war, therefore, 
the industry will have available an im- 
mense supply of labor free from the grip 
of alcohol; and all those who have had 
experience with Rus.'rian workmen agree 
that on the whole they would be excel- 
lent material 
for the development of 
great industry were it not for their shift- 
lessness and lack of reliability, always 
traceable back to drink.

lYench winc-s, articles de Paris, silks, 
ire., appeal to the classes which will be

in supplies of those beiiutiful thiugs for 
wMcli tiicir customers have been hunger- 
ing. 
In' addition b» tiha t, the main in- 
dustry of the French people—and that 
is loaning money to countries iu debt— 
Will also begin flourishing anew after 
the war, and while the peasant iji north- 
eastern France will try to rebuild his 
home, burned by German uhlans, 
the 
wine grower of Bordeaux and the baker 
of -Paris will consider what investment 
to make and whether to take up Amer- 
ican securities or Russian loans. 


In 1871 France, Aveakened by the mis- 
rule of Napoleon, paid a contribution of 
a billion dollars to Germany and two 
years later was ready to make exten- 
sive investments elsewhere. 
It has had 
now forty-iour years of peace and good 
business, and its financial reserves are 
so treanendous that it will have 
no 
trouble 
whatever 
"to continue 
doing 
business at the same old stand" and in 
the ¿ame curious way—a combination of 
conservative trading and apparent reck- 
iessnees; however, with an always in- 
creasing balance of saving at the end. 


And 
what 
about 
England? 
From 
what one hears about the situation iJi 
the British Isles the impression is that 
there. people view the future with a 
considerable 
amount 
of 
cheerfulness. 
The British trade did not of late expand 
us much as the city of London would 
have desired; in fact, in several places 
the British commerce has lost ground

t i e patriotic feeling which is so strong 
hi the colonies now, as well as by that 
objection to German methods which is 
felt in tho placee "back or beyond," in 
Africa, Australia and Asia, even more 
thaji in Sheffield and Manchester. 


Thus we see that of the four great 
participants in the present struggle one 
will come out with her industries crip- 
pled, if not crushed, -with her commerce 
largely gone or taken by her former com- 
petitors and -with her credit system shat- 
tered b,y the loss of the markets on which 
it formerly relied and which in time of 
i;tress it has deliberately treated 
un- 
fairly. 
We see also that the other three 
com'batants will come out at least as 
.ttrong 
as 
before 
tlie 
war, 
probably 
¡.stronger, and this not only holds good in 
the case of a long war, but becomes all 
the more pronounced the longer t!ie war 
lasts. 


When Lord Kitch.ener speaks of a war 
of three years be has in mind the fact 
that wars nowadays are carried ou not 
only on the fields of battle but on the 
far more important field of economic life. 
War requires money, but in addition to 
that it must be carried on in such a way 
as to destroy as little as possible Üie 
business of the country. 
The longer the 
war lasts the more profoundly it affects 
the life of a country. 
If the war were 
to end to-day Germany would loso far 
less of its world's trade than after the 
war has gone on for a year, when the 
supply of German goods will have run 
cnit everywhere, and people

goods, 
whether they want them or not 
If the 
war runs on for three years,

England will go on developing its over-

will have to mecí, a shortage of food and 
gasolene with a dead e.xport trade. 


Time is with the Allies not only be- 
cause of their greater facilities for .sup- 
plying their armies with men, but also 
because of their different, and on the 
whole better, «'conomie coudition.

fur as (he outrome is cxjncerned, that 
means that the longer the war lasts the 
better equipped ^vill the Uniled States, 
England and lUissia bo to meet the Ger- 
man competition.

Already before the 
war there was a strong tendency toward 
consolidation, 


cither in IJie form of sev- 
eral concerns uniting in one or by what 
is known in this country as trust forma- 
tion.

low it, must naturally 
intensify 
this 
tendency, because to do big things the 
industries must stand together. 
This 
will be considerably facilitated through 
the fact that temporary

with the collaboration of the govern- 
ment—for the purpose of 
meeting the 
great problems created by the war. 


Europe is practically startiog on the

In addition the various armies, par- 
ticularly those of France and Germany, 
liave guns of greater calibre concerning 
R-hose (|^esign little is known save by the 
general staff,s and artillerists of those

Besides the regular field ar- 
tillery batteries of Great Britain there 
Is the more mobile force of Royal Horae 
artillery equipped with guns of tliree- 
inch calibre. 


Great Britain's guns are made in the 
Stiite arsenals and by the Elswick Ord- 
nance Company and the Vickers, Maxim 
and Coventry 
Ordnance work.s. 
The 
;::!ns of tlie German army for the most 
part aro made in the State arsenals, as 
Hre those of France.in the French gov- 
ernment works. 
Russia's guns are man- 
ufactured by Putilor and the Belgian 
puns by Krupp and Cockerill. 
Austria's 
arc made by the State and by Skoda and 
Ehrhardt. 


As was the case in South Africa and 
Manchuria, ordnance originally deiiigned 
for (ither functions is now used in the 
field.

The German ten-ccntimetre gun has a 
calibre of four inches and has an effec- 
tive shrapnel range of 5,750 yards, more 
than three miles. 
A common shell caji 
be used up to more than six miles. 


Tlie iYench fifteen-centimetre howitzer 
is a very popular piece in the army of the 
republic. 
A few years ago 120 batteries 
wore said to have been armed with it 
The gun is a sliort piece, the shell weighs 
ninety-four pounds and it has an effec- 
tive range of 7,000 yards. On war foot- 
ing three ammunition wagons accompany 
each gun.

The Germans also possess a fifteen- 
centimetre howitzer the rate of fire of 
which is t"%vo to three rounds a minute, 
the shell weighing eighty-seven and a half 
pounds. Tho British sii-inc^ howitzer 
fires a projeetileweighing 122 pounds and 
has an efective range of 7,000 yards. 


The heaviest field equipment used by 
Germany, other than her siege artillery, 
is an 8.4 inch raortar which weighs 4.9 
tons. 
It has to be fired from a sperial 
vehicle, and can be operated only from 
a platform. . It requires four hours to 
bring it into action and the shell weighs 
2.50 pounds and carries a heavy charge 
of lii^h explosive. 


Of siege ordnance the French 10.7 how- 
itzer is probably the most formidable 
weapon, although it is believed that the 
Germans have siei^e pieces of greater 
calibre 
which were used against the 
Lies^y forts. 
At the mock siege of 
I^rfingres in 1907, the French artillery 
transported this gun by spccialv hone 
draaght a« it was, found too heavy for 
y the fype dC aiege railway mado oae of.

Field artillery is playing a part of the 
greatest importance in the present cam- 
paign. 
Sinister reports have arrived 
from all points in the theatre of opera- 
tions 
telling of the immense carnage 
wrought by artillery fire. In the Franco- 
Prussian campaign of 1870 the French 
ordnance was completely outchissed by 
the German Krupp viedige-lock field guns. 
GTlio mitnailleusc, a type of machine gun 
n^ich the French Genei'al Staff believed 
to be superior to anything possessed by 
the Germans, proved a miserable failure. 


While some of the finest field ordnance 
in the world is made by the firm of 
Sclineider & Co., at Creusot, France, 
the idea that the French artillery bat- 
teries are equipped with pieces made 
familiar in the South African and Bal- 
kan campaigns is a mistaken one. 
The 
gians used in the French army are man- 
ufactured in the State arsenals and in 
no circiunstances are they for sale. ^ 


The greatest secrecy prevails in the 
manufacture of this weapon, and the 
guns are never exposed when the regi- 
ments are on parade, t3ie pieces being 
covered with tarpauliiis. 
The manufact- 
ure of the guns is superintended by of- 
ficers 
of 
the French army ordnance 
corps, and it is said that if any of tho 
pieces are in danger of capture by the 
enemy 
a secret 
key can be removed 
whicih renders the guns absolutely useless. 


The told artillery equipment of Great 
Britain has undergone a complete change 
sincc the close of the South African feam- 
paigB. 
thiring several phases of that 
conflict 
it developed tihat the French 
guns ustid by the Boers easily outranged 
the standard field pieces of the British 
forces. 
These 
giuQS were 
popularly 
known as Crensots, ahd were manufact- 
ured by Schneider & Co., at Oeuaot, 
France. 


In ortier to cope with this Boer supe- 
riority in artillery, it was necessary to 
send to the front naval gtina taken from 
British war vessels. These were mounted 
on improvised gun carriages, and it was 
ttie presence of the naval guns in Lady- 
smith that enabled the garrison to over- 
come diffparity in ordnance and hold out 
against the Boer investing force until 
relief came. 


The lonn recoil system is employed in 
all the field tuns used in tb« Baropcan 
•nu««.. With thic «yatea the tun car- 
if InMDOirable, and 
nooil is taken 


carriage or along the trail. 
The prin- 
ciple is the same in all services, although 
the mechanical arrangement may differ 
somewhat The principle is to hold the gun 
carriage rigidly in position M hile the gun 
recoils on the carriage. 
The energy of 
the recoil is utilized to run the gun out 
after each disdiarge to its normal posi- 
tion on the carriage. 
The long recoii 
system was developed in France about 
sixteen years ago. 


As has been deanonstrated in the pres- 
ent campaign, the object of modem field 
artillery is effective fire with shrapnel. 
The throe-inch 
shrapnel 
projectile in 
use in the United States army carries 
264 bullets, and those bullets to be ef- 
fective against men ip the field must 
have treniendous striking energy. 
The 
jacket of the shrapnel projectile is thin 
and a small charge only is required to 
shatter this and release the iMiUets.^ 


Tije explosion of the shell, however, 
does not impart to the bullets any in- 
creased impetus or velocity. The velocity 
of the bullets when scatteredi after the 
shattering of the shell is really the ve- 
locity of the shell proper. 'The design of 
the artillerist is to burst the shrapnel 
projectilc over and short of the target, 
and it is especially effective against 
troops iihelterod behind imperfect cover 
or in .shi;!!nw intrenchmonts. When burst 
over earth works the bullets will search 
out the troops in shelter. 
It is regarded , 
as impossible for troops to advance any 
considerable distance in thè" open under 
shrapnel fire.

EF^FTEOTIVE AT TBtRIEK MlLiBS 


The ordinary field pieces of the French 
forces, it is said, have an effcnitive shrap- 
nel range of more than three miles. The 
French army field piece was developed 
by General Langloia. ' He as a practical 
artillerist worked vrith Ckilonel Dupont,^ 
an "ordnance engineer officer, and these 
men evolved the field piece which is now 
in use with remai'kable euccesa in the 
Freiiifi' army. 
It is noteworthy ^hat 
Aderican machine tools are used in Bev- 
enti of the French arsenaU. 


The French, British and Russian ar- 
tillehr resort to indirect fire. That is, in 
assuming a position from which to shell 
the enemy, the battery commanders shel- 
ter their fnns behind a rid«e or knoll, eo 
that neither the g^una'^nor their crews can 
be seen fPMS th« point of attack. The fire 
is direct«*by the4>attei7 e9inmander,who 
)

takes tip a position from any slight emi- 
nence from which he can directly see tlie 
target. 


With a range determining instrument 
the officer at this observation 
point 
gives the range to the gunners, and at 
the same time some promirent point of 
the landscape, such as a tree, a post or 
a church spire is selected as an aiming 
point 
It is necessary that this point be 
visible to th^gunners as well as the com- 
mander of the observation position, who 
measures with mathematical accuracy tj^ 
angle of imagireary lines extending f r ^ 
his position to the aiming point and the 
target. 


With a sigailar apparatus on the frun, 
the gunner is thus enabled with reason- 
able certainty, when hi receives from his 
commander the range and the deflec- 
tion, to reach the target from his po- 
sition of conce-alment. 
With the use of 
smokeless powder it would be practically 
impossible for an enemy to locate a bat- 
tery properly intreuchsd and firing in- 
directly. 
The utilization of aeroplanes 
in warfare, however, has changed ma- 
terially this phase of artillery opera- 
tions. 


Aeroplane squadrons are attachetl to 
each army corps of Fra-xice, Great Brit- 
ain and Germany, in the present field 
operations. The official reporte of Field 
Marshal Sir John French, of the British 
expeditionary force with the allied army, 
have ¡directed attention to the potency 
of this new arm of the service. 


While aeroplanes have not revolution- 
ized warfare altogeüicr along the lines 
that sonjie military experts expected, they 
have changed' completely reconnftis.sance 
operations, so that an army to-day with 
the most efficient and complete aviation 
cprps wields a tremendous advantage 
over a less fortunate adversary. 


So far as artillery is concerned, the 
advantage of a well masked position is 
often reduced iJy aerial scouts, who are 
able to make accurate notes from a safe 
altitude. 
The location of an emnny'B 
batteries can be transmitted to head- 
quarters by radio from the air and the 
screened suns searched out by opposing 
artillery. 


Without the use of aeroplanes, mili- 
tary experts assert, the campaigu as it 
is being fought in the western theatre 
of operations would have been impossi- 
ble. 
The vigilant aerial scouts follow 
the smallest move of the opposing force, 
notim; the withdrawal of forces here and 
the reinftypcement cf the Unes theve, so 
that t3ie riSAntie field opérations hare 


^ developed practically into 
a monster 
tragic game of chess, wif.i the opposing 
sronerals pitting their wits—not Ihe least 
of which are their aerial wits—against 
eac^ other. 


With tho old fashioned method of 
artillery fire, iu general use initil quite 
recently and still in use by the armies of 
some of t'he nations involved in the pres- 
ent conflict, tlie cannoneers stood up be- 
hind their gams in tho open. This is now 
changed, at least in the French and Brit- 
ish scrvi(;es. 
Instead of the caissons 
being a'bout fifteen feet in the rear of 
the guns 
when in action, 
they are 
wheeled abreast: of the pieces. The gun 
is operated by tATO men, one training and 
firing, the other loading and ejecting the 
empty cartridge case. 


The caisson or limber is up-ended so 
that the body rests almost perpendicular 
to the ground. 
When carried ou the 
march tlie projectiles have their heads 
pointing downward, but when the limber 
is up-ended the projectiles lie parallel 
with the ground in - position to be slid 


riie tap of tho caisson consists of two 
doors, which swing outward when it is 
up-ended and form wing protections for 
tho mon who serve the guns. 


Kneeling behind tho protecting bottom 
of the caisson when in action are three 
artilleryinon, completely sheltered from 
riflo fire. Two of these men pass out 
i ho ammunition, v.-hile tho third sets the 
.shrapnel fuse to the required time. As 
u relic the time docs not extend beyond 
ivvoniy-two seconds. 


It is neccssary in obtaining the desired 
^^Fferjt with .'^hrapnel fire to explode the 
projectile at a ixvint bet'3'een 400 and 
r,00 foei: short of tho object fired at. 
Tiie bullets, spreatliug like the opening 
(if a nioiistroas fan, arc carried on to the 
objeet at tlie full remaining vel^.itT of 
tho shell. The dispersion of t^^^nllets 
i,s regulated largely by the poLdicn of 
tho bursting powder charge. 


In some instances shrapnel projectiles 
are made with percussion fuses in addi- 
tion to the time mechanism so as to in- 
sure the bursting of the shell when it 
strikes tho ground, 


in correcting the range after the first 
shot by direct fire the battery com« 
nuinder watches closely the barsting of 
tho first shell. 
If it is too short, he 
brackets or forks the object fired at by , 
an increased range, reaching the object on 
the third 'Shot by taking a mean of the 
two ranges. 


Concerning the effect of shrapnel fire, 
if: Las been stexted by experts that, while 
an average taken shows thiit of every 
four men wounded by rifle or machine 
gun fire three recover, of every four- - 
men wounded by artillery fire three die.

efficiency of Russian officers. 
"It 
must never be forgotten," he says, "that 
the ancient Russia which rose to great- 
ness under Vladimir the Qreat and 
Taroslav the Lawgiver and sent forth 
its hosts by land and sea to attack to 
wondrous Tsargorod, on the Bosphorus, 
lay much nearer the west than was the 
ca.'je in later years. 


We are i-ccnstomed to think of Russia 
before the days of Peter the Great as a 
barbarous state shut off from Western 
Europe, 
As a fact, it is probable that 
in the eleventh and twelfth centuries 
Russia was at least on a level with 
Western nations in all essentials of 
ci\ilization. 
It centred not in Moscow, 
which did not become prominept until 
1147, 
but 
in 
sacred 
Kiev, 
on 
the 
Dnieper. 
The fatal practice adopted by 
the kings—great princes—of the house of 
tlie Viking Rurik of dividing their do- 
minions among tlieir children led to a 
state of feudal demoralitnation similar 
to that which ptevalled in 
Western 
Kurope. 
Every important city became 
the seat of one of these Rurikavich 
princes, whose internecine wars brought 
unhappy Russia to a sad coiidition of 
weakness and poTerty and fMiUtaM the 
conciuests of the Mbngola. when, under 


poured over Europe in 123S-1239. 


One of tlie most important of these 
states was Ilalicia, the Galicia now 
Iwing invaded by the Ilussians. 
It was 
cut off by the invaders from the new 
Russia which was slowly and painfully 
forming around Moscow in the north- 
east. 


Close to it on the west lay the warlike 
state of Poland, and when, in 1339, Yuri 
(George) Prince of Halicia, died Casi- 
mir tho Great invaded and conquered it 
From that day to this it has never re- 
joined the Eussian Empire, 
Russia has, 
in tlie course of ages, gathered a^ain 
beneath her eagle banner all the prov- 
inces whicJi obeyed Yaroslav the Great 
save Halicia. 
It is k Russian land, it» 
inhabitants identical with the Malb Rus- 
sians on the other side of the border. 
Their language is the same. 
They are 
still largely Greek Catholics in faith, 
though centuries of Polish and Austrian 
rule have been ^avorab^e to the'spread 
of the Roman Church.

increased Use oS Fruii Grading Machines 


More careful grading and packing of 
apples demand.^ t h a t only apples of 
one size be put in a package. 
Some 
packers become so expert that, they 
can grade an a p p l e with their eye, but 
a lot of growers arc going to use ap- 
ple grading machines this year to size 
the fruit, 
A n u m b e r of machines are 
now on the market. 
They have been 
developed by practical men, so t h a t It 
Is reasonable to suppose that some of 
them will be In every way satisfactory. 


The requirements are first that the 
fruit be graded without any bruising, 
second that the apples be graded ac- 
curately and third that the speed be 
great enough to permit a large quan- 
tity of fruit to be handled in a limited 
time. 


One of the simplest machines for 
grading and sorting fruit is made in 
the shape of a hopper with a chute 
running from it. 
The chute gradually 
Increases, In size, so that tho fruit, as it 
rolls down drops into the secondary 
chute. 
Another satisfactoi-y machine 
is run 
by a treadle. 
The fruit 
is 
poured Into a broad chute at the back 
and is allowed to run into two grooves. 
On the siijes of these grooves, or run- 
ways, are long thin cylinders provided 
with spirals. 
The runways as 
they 
pass away 
from the hopper 
widen, 
which 
permits 
the 
fruit 
to 
fall 
through 
when 
the 
proper 
size 
Is 
reached. 
The cylinders provided with 
spirals revolve so as to carry the fruit 
forward. 
On each side and In front 
are compartments for running 
fruit 
of each size. 
Immediately in front of 
the machine is a bench for holding a 
crate into which the fruit is packed 
by hand.

KO that the .juices which contain the 
greater part of the flavoring of tlia 
meat shall bo kept iu, and then to al- 
low (he heat to penetrate to the inside 
until the whole mass is cooked to the, 
taste of the family. To pass the point 
where the meat ceases to ho pnlly and 
juiey and becomes lint and hnrd is very 
undesirable, as the pn.latabiHty is then 
ost. 
Exactly the same ideal should 


bo kept m mind in broiling chopped 
meat. 
If this were always done hard 


compact, tnsteless balls or

begin with the broiler should' be oven 
more carejjilly greased than for a whole 
steak. 
This makes it possible to form 


the balls or cakes of chopped meat, with 
very little pressure without running the 
risk of having them pulled to pieces by 
adhering to the wires of the broiler 
They should be heated on both sides 
even more quickly than the steak, be- 
cause the chopping has provided more 
ways of escnpe for the juice, nnd these 
openings should he sealed :is Soon as 
possible. The interior should be cooked 
to the Uste of the family just as the 
steak is.

In regard to broiling it may incident- 


ally be noted that housekeepers often 
make- themselves 
unnecessary 
work 


when broiling under gas bv allowing'the 
juice from stenks or meat balls to drop 
into the large pan under the rack. ' A 
smaller pan set in the larger one may 
lie made to catch all" the juice and fat 
and is much easier to wash. It serves 
also to economize the gravy. 


Chopped raw meat of 
almost 
any 


kind can be very quickly made into a 
savory dish by cooking it with water 
or with water and milk for a short 
time, then thickening with butter and 
flour, and adding different seasonings ns 
relished, either pepper and salt alone, or 
onion juice, celery, or tomato. Such n 
riiali may be mndo. to "go further" by, 
seiving it on tonst or with a border, of 
rice or in some similar combination.

I Ijiu^liton is a coach who

link*, thinks deeply and 
i.s tireless in 


action, 
urn-'- the early season prelim- 


inaries an completed llaufihton riilej the 
wiuad with an iron hand. Jle plays no 
I'avurites and his instructions are shaiv 
and to tin: point. 
He demands explicit 


obedienc? and expects 
immediate im- 


provement in play inn .• a fault either in- 
dividual or of th" team as a whole, has 
been pointed out and the proric/ n'ethod 
of play explained. 


Harvard's he.-nl coach is a keen student 


of football and 
knows the game 
both 


ancient and modern, in every phase. He 
is an autocrat on the lield. 7nclined to bo 
sharp and caustic in his instrujtions and 
remarks and 
:i coach who believes in 


hard practice and plenty of it for both 
the 'varsity and second strina player*. 
He is quick to detect ability in a can- 
didate and is always looking far alidad, 
plnnning his system and plays to til the 
type of team material at his disposal, 
llaugliton I.s inclined to be conservative 
in his methods of attack although he 
can, and occasionally does, devise start- 
ling and unusual plays which completely 
upyct tiic opposing team because "if tr.cir 
striking novelty and the cleverness with 
whl^ii they are developed from ordinary 
formations, 


Yost might be aptly termed a football 


fanatic 
I.Ike Haughton. ho was a player, 


and a brilliant one. in his undergraduate 
days, but has never ceased to absorb and 
keep up with the rapidly changing game. 
In 1'uet many of the plays and rules now 
part of tho annual autumn collejc,; sport 
are directly traceable to the Michigan 
coach. 
On the lield he is much more 


active and demonstrative than Haughton. 
He keeps up a running (ire of comment 
and criticism and frequently jumps into 
line or backlleld in order to personally 
illustrate just how the play he is aiming 
at should he tnade. 
Speed and dash is 


almost a mama, with Yost and his con-

While he knows and teaches all the fun- 
damentals of tho game anil the ordinary 
running and plunglnu attack these are 
but thu ground work. 
Yost rises far 


above the ordinary football plane. Given 
the proper material with which to work 
ho builds up u series of skilfully con- 
ceived plays 
which, because of 
their 


originality, cause 
consternation 
among 


opponents and frequently the game of- 
ilcin!*. 
Yost, however. Is a keen student 


of the rules and seldom springs a play 
which a careful reading of the regula- 
tions will not prove to be legitimate. 


Off the Hold llatighton and Yost are as 


unlike one another as they are when in 
action. 
HaUKhton seldom talks football 


while Yost will spend hours discussing 
the game In all Its phases, illustrating 
particular plays with whatever objects 
arc handy. 
lie can play a game with 


eleven chairs or salt cellars, using a hall 
or a table as the cnsc may be, and never 
falls to keep his audience spellbound as 
he shifts his team with lighting ra.pldlty. 
Moth coaehen are comparatively wealthy 
and men of business affairs and Interests 
during the months when the football is 
dead. They coach more for tho love of 
sport than because of the financial re- 
turns, although both receive largo sala- 
ries for their three months' work each 
fall. While the average spectator at to- 
day's game will not see It, there will be 
a great battle of wits and strategy ut 
Cambridge this afternoon and 
football 


experts from all parts of the country 
will be present to see the outcome.

When the building is completed, and 


this viU be about Christmas, as it has 
been found impossible to get it readv 
for Thanksgiving as ><n>l at first been 
intended, it will have an entrance thir- 
ty feet wide on the Washington boule- 
vard side, the stage wall is eighty feet 
and abuts on Clinton street, thero is a 
depth of 142 feet extending back along 
the alley and tho west wall is 150 feet. 
. In order to avoid a blank and un- 
sightly wall on Clinton street the fin- 
est quality of brick has been used and 
laid in ornamental design that gives 
the back of the building a pleasing ap- 
pearance. 


Safest Building Possible. 


"It is ono of the safest buildings that 


could possibly be put up," said Mr. I)u- 
v:il, "and I doj't aee what could be done 
,that has not been done to make it lire- 
proof. In stability it cannot be excelled 
and I could talk for a whole day on thr 
precautions that have been taken in the 
interest of safety." 


Mettaninc Floor Is Concrete.

The balcony is of rein forced concrete, 


supported on heavy steel columns and 
girders and is of the Cantilever typo 
which eliminates posts to obstruct the 
view of the patrons on tho lower floor. 
TheBo immense iron supports are shown 
in the above illustrations and thoy will 
stand a tested weight of SOU pounds to 
oach square foot. 


This means that the total sustaining 


power is 1,440,000 pounds and that if 
it wcro filled to standing with people 
not to exceed 80,000 pounds could be 
placed upon it and at that every man, 
woman and child in the audience would 
have to weigh 200 pounds. 


When all of the seats are filled there 


will not be a weight of more than 40,- 
000 pounds at any time. Two columns 
carrying the main balcony girders are 
constructed of steel plates and anglo 
irons. 


Exit Space- Is Excessive. 


The exit space is far in excess of the 


usual allotment to theater buildings as 
it is calculated on thu basts of tliirty 
inches to every 100 persons that can be 
seated in the house and this would per- 
mit of entirely emptying tho house in 
two minutes and there is little chance 
for injury or panic in that short spaco 
of time. 


The steps leading into the balcony 


are of iron laid in concrete and no wood 
has been used in them except the forms 
which were removed as soon as the con- 
crete hardened. 


In the construction of the auditorium 


roof six steel girders, 
each

1896—For unavoidable reasons, the 


;lty of Fort Wayne failed in 1894 to ar- 
range, for the celebration of tho cen- 
tennial anniversary of the building of 
old Fort Wayne by General Anthony 
Wayiin and his bravo Indian fighters in 
1704. However, the event was duly cele- 
brated in 1805, the culminating features 


of the affair having been arranged for 
the I^lid of October, on which dute, a cen- 
tury earlier the old fort was deilicated 
in the tiring of a round of fifteen guns 
and the turning of the command of tin, 
post into the hands of Col. John F. llaui- 
trauick. 


'Ihe original centennial committee was 


composed of Mayor Cbauncey H. Oakley, 
Col. R. S. Robertson. Charles McCulloch, 
Captain James Ij. White. J. F. W. Mey- 
er and Charles F. Mublcr. 
This com- 


mittee presented its wishes before tlu 
Indiana legislature, which body autho.-- 
ized Allen county to appropriate .$2,00!) 
for the celebration, to which amount the 
city of Fort \Vnvne was enabled to add 
$3,000, 


In August, 189S. P. A: Randall wai 


made general chairman of arrangement*. 


On the morning of October Hi. the 


celebration was opened by the firing of 
onn hundred guns by the Zollinger bat- 
tery, and this salute opened a week of 
festivities in which many other cities 
participated. 


The decorations of the streets includ- 


ed the erection of several arches span- 
ning thn principhl street*, the main 
arch extending across Cnlhouu street at 
Wayne street. 
One unii|Ue arch, con- 


structed of gas pipe nnd covered with 
burners, was brilliantly illuminated at 
night. 


The Parades and Drills. 


Thousands of

crowded Princess rink to listen to L 
dresses by Col. K. S. Robertson and 
others dealing with the early history 
of Fort Wsiync, and here, also, was held 
a great eaniplire. 


A monster parade, five miles in length, 


requiring one hour and fifteen minutes 
to pass the reviewing stand, 
was

marked feature of the week. 


Military prize, drills, held at the driv- 


ing park, which drew competing com- 
panies from other cities, were witnessed 
by Governor 
Claude 
Matthews 
and 


staff. A band contest and an illuminat- 
ed bicycle/parade, were also features of 
the event. 


The Sham Battle. 


Ammunition to the value of $1,500 was 
consumed during the progress of the 
sham battle scenes which 'opened with 
a reproduction of the attack of Indians 
on a stage, coach. 
A second scene il- 


lustrated the attack of the savages on 
a cabin, the capture of the settlers, the 
attempted burning at tho stake, and the 
rescue of the captives by the United 
States troops. The closing scenes illus- 
trated a battle between the savages and 
the whites.

The Finished BuiMing. 


The Allen county court house bu few 
equals in architectural beauty and serv- 
ice among the similar building! of tiu 
cities of America. 


Its completion in 1902 was the oc-

The building is constructed of Bed- 


ford stone. The heroic statue of Lib- 
erty surmounting the dome is fourteen 
feet in height. The facades present the 
busts of General Antnony whyne, Ool. 
John Allen, George Washington, Chief 
Little Turtle and Chief Tecumaeh, and 
full figure bas reliefs of the nation's 
great men in many lines of endeavor. 
The interior is truly a "dreftm in mar- 
ble."

Garibaldi, 
beyond 
question, 
takes 


precedence over any oilier fighting human 
that has borne tJie caption of Italy, from 
king to commoner. 
Wliift be had to 


encounter and overcome included mighty 
monarch and a powerful Pope, but he 
faced them unafraid. 
Here Ls a brief 


account of some of the remarkable 
battling of this ideal Italian soldier. 


On May fi, TSOO, in pursuance of secret 


schemes for the confederation of all the 
Italian States under one flag and gov- 
ernment. (Tarlhaldi eluded the vigilance 
of the Sardinian authorities and sailed 
from Genoa with a force of-but 1,000 vol- 
unteers, armed with bad muskets and 
without ammunition. Mark the number 
of troops well for the keener apprecia- 
tion of the glory of Garibnhli. 


The expedition put into Orbetello. The 


leader boldly went to the armory there, 
demanded 
ammunition in the king's 


name, and got it from the deluded cus- 
todians, along with a few obsolete can- 
non. Landing was made at Maraula and 
the march on Palermo, the capital of 
Sicily, begun, volunteers joining the 
movement everywhere. At the hftight 
of Calatnfitm. on the, top of which the 
Neapolitans were posted, they number- 
ed twice the infantry and artillery of 
Garibaldi. The volunteers attacked the 
height once, twice, thrice before they 
overcame tho vigorous repulses of the 
enemy, who fell bnck on Pjiler.no. 


Garibaldi then begun the first of his 


famous "march around them" niovc- 
nynts which signalized a number of his 
victories—after the manner of Stonewall 
Jackson at ChimcellorHvillc. He sent his 
artillery up a mountain road with a small 
detachment to face the enemy, mean- 
while encircling the city lo the south. 
At early dnwn on May 27 lie ass-anUcd 
Palermo on the east while ">,000 of the 
Neapolitans were searching for him in 
the mountains'. But there were ITi.OOO 
in garrison to confront him. With barely 
2,000 mfen he cut hi* way through to the 
heart of the city. Barricading the streets, 
ho wos joined by th« Palcrmitans, and

Two instances 


"f tho fighting qualities of the Italian 
soldier stand out in the latter battle. 


Two guns of the royalist artillery were 


doing great execution near a highroad 
angle. Ale.isundro I'izzoli deliberately 
leaped before them so as to divert at- 
tention from a flank movement by a 
small hand of his comrades. He drew 
the fire and was blown limb from limb 
a-momcnt before the pieces were cap- 
tured. 


Garibaldi Fought with Sabre. 


Again, the royalist commander ordered 


;i body of cavalry to charge amj.capture 
a gun being well nerved by the voluu- 
teers. They failed and on their retreat 
the Garkhaldian infantry took station 
behind the hedge to escape the horses 
and to empty saddles. Garibaldvand his 
aidc-du-cauiq, Giuseppe Missori, both 01, 
foot, remained in Hie road. The horse- 
men, maddened at the sight of their reel- 
ing comrades, swarmed round eager to 
cut down the only two of the enemy in 
sight Missori shot (be horse of the roy- 
alist captain, who slashed at Garibaldi 
as the animal fell. Garibaldi parried the 
stroke nnd, holding the bridle of the 
kneeling horse, killed the captain with a 
sabre blow. 
Then, rushing to the side 


of his aide, the leader and his subordi- 
nate withstood tin attack of ten cavalry- 
men until four were killed and their 
comrade^ rushed from the hedge. With 
but 3.000 troops against 10.000 in an in- 
trenched position, Garibaldi crossed to 
the mainland and took Ucggio. There 
was a fierce struggle, in the great ca- 
thedral square of that city. One of tlie 
most fiery and gallant subordinate gen- 
erals of the 
Garibalriians was Xino 


Bixio. The horses he successively mount- 
ed at this battle received an aggregate 
of nineteen wounds. He was wounded 
twice in the arm as he led his division. 
In writing of his war experiences later 
he verified a local historian as follows:— 
"My horses received ten bullets 
at 


Home, nineteen at Kejgio, three at Mad- 
duloni. My own carcass wns^ honored 
by three bullets at Rome, one at Paler- 
mo, two at Reggio and a fracf.nre of the 
leg nt the passage of the Volturno." 
Garibaldi sent him to bed the night fol- 
lowing Reggio, saying, "I suppose the 
balls that reach you are made of puff- 


ptislc." This because TSmo pooh-poohod 
his wounds. l!is soldiers were always 
complaining of his bad temper and harsh 


"He is mad; he is intolerable," the 


volunteer* i-ricd to Garibaldi. 


"Very web. Tmler whom do yon wish 


to servu then';" asked their chief leader. 


"vYImlV" Ob, under llixio, of course," 


was llu: answer. 


At tin: I'.attle of the Volturno. October 


1 and _'. 1.Still. Garibaldi led 20,0110 ill- 
anu.'d ,inil badly drilled troops naainst 
W.OOO regulars. The decisive moment 
of the dny was when Garibaldi himself, 
nt the bead of a body of Hungarian and 
Milanese cavalry, hacked with a brilliant 
bayonet charge, swept the field in the 
direction of Capua. Tho battle was won 
with 2,012 men and 77 officers prisoners 
of wnr. Naples nnd Sicily, as a result of 
this battle, voted to anncT themselves to 
Sardinia, and at a meeting betfrpcn Vic- 
tor F.innmnuc] and Garibaldi 'the former 
was formally hailed ns King of All Italy. 
From this time on until the final in- 
clusion of itorae and Venice within the 
kingdom 
of 
Italy 
Garibaldi 
fought 


vnlinntly a numbcr-fif.. losing "battles— 
often in defiance of the King he had 
made. His ^ptire life was given to the 
unification of Italy. When he visited 
Hnghind and Mother foreign 
countries 


later he was hailed as the greatest fight- 
ing man of his day. 


Numberless instances of bravery, de- 


votion and sacrifice during the Garihal- 
dian period attest the battlinf; qualities 
of the Italian soldier. Tlie Cairoli fam- 
ily furnished the most noteworthy cx- 
nmplc. Five brothers participated in the 
.struggle for Italian unification on the 
battlefield, while their mother was as 
Srcat a pntrint^within all possible lim- 
itations of her sphere. Four of the broth- 
ers fell fighting. 
Enrico, one of Gari- 


baldi's Thousand, was killed gallantly 
charging at Villa Glori, 1SG7. Giovanni, 
another brother, died from' wounds re- 
ceived in the same battle. Luigi, an- 
other 
brother, 
died 
while 
marching 


through Calabria, in 1800. 
Krnesto, 


(.till another brother, was killed in battle 
nt Varese, 1S59. 


Two other remarkable soldiers of tho 


Gnrihtldinn epoch were Pietro San Mnr- 
tino, a Sicilian nobleman, who distin- 
guished himself as an infantryman at 
Palermo and Milazzo, not being ashamed 
to fight, side by side- with Giacomo Pol- 
hicie, r.nothcr infantryman, son of a 
glover and but twelve years old. 
Koth 


youthfnl soldiers fonght with the great-) 
est cnthnsiasm, preferring the Imnd-to-c 
hand combat whenever they could gat' 
close enough to the enemy after rifle fire. 
At Milazzo the twelvc-ycnr-old Pollaci* 
wounded two burly royalists in a bay- 
onet charge nnd killed two at the first 
volleys. 


The Italian soldier fought gallantly side 
by side with the soldier of France in the 
war waged against Austria during the 
7f«r 1850. 
At the Battle of Solferino, 


fought Juno 34, the Picdmontesc troops 
had for their division of battling task 
the storming of the heights e£ San Mar- 


As, a preliminary there was an 


obstinate fight of several hours toward 
the Lake of Gti.-irda. the Italian soldier 
being aruin and again repulsed. 
The 


I'Vendi in the meantime bad won their 
end of the battle against the Austrians 
•in I'avriana heights, and. as out; of tla-ir 
commanders afterward declared :—

And the French confidence was not 


misplaced, for late in the afternoon, after 
his many desperate attacks and repulses, 
the Italian soldier made one more, lust, 
supreme- effort and cnrjiitl San Martino 
with mighty Myonct rushes the Aus- 
Irinris timid not withstand. The loss of 
the allies in this great battle was 17.000 
and the Austrlans 1!1MXH). At the previous 
battles of Monti-brllo, fought Mny 'M: 
I'lileslro, fought .May Mo ami Ml. and 
Mngetitn. fought .Tune -1, the fighting 
man of Italy shared the glory of vic- 
tory to the full with his French_ally. 


On March 18. 1S-IS. the people of 


j Milan. Vicnnr.n, I'adua, Itresein, Hergaino 
| and Venice rose against their Austrian 
! rulers and attacked the Austrian soldiers 


j in garrison. 
The King of Sardinia, the 


; most liberal sovereign of Italy, nt once 


I joined them in their war on Austria. 


j This most extensive confederation 
of 


• Italian soldiery seen in centuries nt- 
| tacked the enemy at Goito and won a 


decisive victory, although opposed by a 
larger tirmy of seasoned troops. May 
2.'! the Austrians, with a force of 19,000 
men nnd forty pieces of artillery, at- 
ta-'kcd Vieenza, garrisoned with 3,000 
Italian soldiers, mostly volunteers. The 
attack was repelled with a loss of SCO 
killt-d and wounded to the assailants 
and SO killed and 130 wounded to the de- 
fenders. 
The defence of Vieenza was 


jtirtly considered one. of the most bril-' 
li.-int feats of armsjpf tlie war. At Cur- 
tr-.tom-. May 20. the Austrians, wiTh 15,- 
000 men and twenty-three pieces of artil- 
lery, attacked a force of Tuscan students 
an;! volunteers numbering 7,000 n{en and 
eleven pieces of artillery. 
Twice the 


Italian soldier repclled-'a determined as- 
sault by the enemy, giving way the third 
time only after every artilleryman hud 
been ^killed at the guns and Uu> Tuscan 
killed and wounded equalled nearly half 
their original force. 


went to another 


fighting man of Italy was often 


•ditably heard from as the generations 


and the four magnificent cities 


of Venice. Florence. Pisa and Genoa 
arose on the ruins of the original site of 
(lie INunan empire. Through Venice, in 
Iinrticiilnr. the unbroken luiUling line of 
the Italian soldier may be traced. This 
ancient republic wns founded in the fifth 
century by refugees of.Aquilcia and i 
other Koman cities, who fled before the 
desolating invasion of Allila the Hun. 
V.-nice has been fitly named the Eldest 
I'auxhler<(ir thi: F.mpiro. nnd her native 
soldiers fought and died for her during 
Ihirtccn hundred yi-tirs until (he Italian 
con.|ucsls of Napoleon Bonaparte ended 
I he republic. From the fifth to 
the 


eleventh cuntnry it was the only Italian 
Slate thai, had never submitted lo the 
German Kmperor and no forcisn I'owcr 
had been acknowledged within its walls. 
Hor fighters were soldier-sailors, for in 
order to strike n foe they hud ever to 
embark on the Adriatic first. The Ital- 
ian soldier of Venice teas a pirate de- 
stroyer for hundreds of years. Later ho 
fought valiantly against the Hungarian.'' 
and the Genoese, and then was drawn 
into fighting France and Spain and Ger- 
many, according ns the troubles of Eu- 
rope shifted. At the Itattle of Lepanto, 
September ">, 1571, the Italian soldier of 
Venice phi.ved a prominent part iu the 
great victory over the Turk. 


During the early part of thivtenth cen-" 


tury (be Italian soldier was kept pretty 
busy fighting. 
First his country was 


invaded by the Magyars or Hungarians, 
a fierce Turanian horde, who swept over 
the Alps and ravaged Northern Italy with 
fire and sword. 
Then came the North- 


men under rticir famous leader Hastings, 
who captured, plundered ajid destroyed 
the city of Luna, supposing it was Rome. 
Finally the Saracens kept Southern Italy 
in a state of terror until the warlike 
Pope John. X. gathered an Italian army j 
and inflicted a severe defeat on them. I 
From this time on the petty princes of 
Italy began their auarreilings, in which 
the fighting man of Itmy took part for 
centuries, according as his allegiance 
dictated. 


In A. D. OS2 the Italian soldier allied 


himself temporarily with tho infidel Sar- 
acen in the southern part of the penin- 
sula and inflicted a decisive defeat on 
Otto II. of Germany at Crotona, expel- 
ling the invaders from the entire section,* 


In Crimean War! 


During the Criinenn War a force of 


Pieduiontvse troops won great credit by 
their gallant fighting at the Rattle of 
Tchernaya, August 1C. 1ST.5. These men 
hnd been sent to help Franco and Eng- 
land in a war that was no concern of Sar- 
dinia at all, at the suggestion of the 
wat Prime Minister Cavour, who looked 
for the aid of the two larger countries 
later in the unification of Italy. 'Svon 
the Russians, in commenting afterward 
oc the battle, remarked on the furious 
battling of the men from the Adriatic. 
1 And this recalls that in nil the cen- 
turies that the Italian soldier had no 
unified country to fight for lie was al; 
ways a stout warrior for the ruler to 
whjtn he was compelled, temporarily, io 
give his allegiance. His battling accom- 
plishments, however, were thus swal- 
lowed up or overshadowed in the history 
of the greater kingdom or empire that 
gave another distinctive name to its fight- 
ing men. A levy of Italian soldiers was 
often incorporated in Austrian armies 
while that country dominated the greater 
part of the peninsula. Their gallantry 
l-hns became a part of Austrian glory.' 
During the passing centuries, under dif- 
ferent rnlers, tlifc. same fighting Italian 
was used to ohtaiujrequent victory. The 


It was at this battle that an Italian and 
Saracenic commander exchanged swords 
to "prove home steel with foreign spirit." 


In 1347 the Italian soldier of Uome^nl- 


lied around Cola di Kienzi, "the last of 
the Human Tribunes," a young patriot 
who cherished the hcme of restoring tlic 
land to its former grade of greatness. 
Through the prestige of the ready and 
willing fighting man, llicnzi was enabled 
to put iu force a number of necessary 
reforms and by strong measures- to re- 
duce the nobles, to obedience to the gov- 
ernment established. 
Later the fight- 


ing man helped him defeat the Colonnas 
and other uublcs who had taken up arms 
against him. 


An unforgettable tragedy iu the history 


of the Indian soldier was his awful

Italy. He was marched, .after the fash- 
ion of ancient heroic dcfi, to an advanced 
spot, apparently just Tor the purpose ol 
proving he had gone forward. No sy»- 
tem bucked up or protected-his advance; 
no scheme of holding in a practical way, 
permanently, the ground gained. He was 
picketed unscientifically, 
according t» 


many reports, so that it was ridiculouslj 
easy for the crawling Arab, a master i« 
the art of concealment, to creep up in 
the dark, stab "to death and demoralize. 
It was criminal to station a soldier who 
is the antithesis of patient cool calcu- 
lation in this haphazard waj-, and as a 
consequence the first few monthsW Ital- 
ian occupation were a record of-unnec- 
essary fatality and blundering, with the 
misled fighting man of Italy the rictiia. 


Furious Night Fight

On October 23, 1911, a body of Arabs 


appeared before the Italian line in the 
vicinity of Eou-Mcli'ana as a feint TBiey 
assaulted aJid while they were bein* •*• 
polled their main body attacked the Itt* 
jan position in tho rear. During the 
fight that ensued two battalions of Ber- 
saglieri, a famous Italian soldier body, ' 
were cut off, hemmed in and, gallantly 
resisting, perished lo Oie last man. On 
October 2fi a fr(,sh -assault was made 
along the entire line. , West of the cav- 
alry barracks the Arabs and the fight- 
ing men of Italy clinched in hand'to 
hand battling. 
As night came on the 


Italians slept on their arms in the 
trenches, worn out with the terrific dav. 
Suddenly 1 heir Arab foes crept over tlie 
sands and threw themselves, on thcii 
half-aroused adversaries. Curved knives 
did fatal execution, and the Italian sol- 
dipr awoke to-fight a brief second and. 
then die. ' 


When (he curtain rose on the first act 


of the Italian, unification drama in 1S5S, 
Napoleon III., whoscxpolicy was to aid 
Sardinia again'sTTNAiistria, uttered this 
famous dictum:—"Italy must be fre* 
from the Alps to the Adriatic." 
The 


Italian soldier made the dictum n trrfe 
prophecy. 
He has battled his way to 


liberty nnder a monarch of his own 
choosing, for the ballot has played an 
prominent n part as the bayonet iu the 
knitting together of modern Italy. 


The valor of the soldier of Italy pro- 


ceeds principally from a quick inspira- 
tion, a martial emotion alul an impulse 
of impetuosity. He has it in\him to dash 
and seize, rather than to win his fight 
through fortitude.. 
The glitter ;uid the 


high lights of grim war bring 'out his ' 
militant endeavor much more strongly 
than the prosaic hardships and the dull 
endurances of the campaign in trenches. 
A long, arduous siege or a monotonous 
march is far from being the best test 
of his soldiership.

The French, British and Russian ar- 


tillery resort to indirect fir.'. That is, in 
assuming a position from which to shell 
the enemy, the hattcry commanders shel- 
ter their gnns behind a ridge or knoll, so 
that neither the guns nor their crews can 
be *iwn from Bie point of attack. The fire 
is direeled l>y the^attery conimanderlwho 


takes np a position from any slight emi- 
nence from which he can dirictly see the 
target. 


With a range determining Instrument 


the officer at this . observation point 
gives the rouge to the gunners, and ni 
the same time itome prominent point of

It is necessary that ibis point be 


visible to the gunners as well as the com- 
mander of the observation /position, who 
measures with mathematical accuracy the 
angle of imaginary lines extending from 
his position to the aiming point and the 
target. 


With a similar apparatus on the gun, 


the gunner is Urns enabled with reason- 
able certainty, when h* receives from Jus 
commaiMter the range and the -deflec- 
tion, to reach the target from his po- 
sition of concealment. With the use of 
smokeless powder it would be practically 
impossible for an enemy to locate a bat- 
tery properly intrenched and firing in- 
directly. 
The utilization of aeroplanes 


in warfare, however, has changed ma- 
terially this phase of artillery opera- 
tions. 


Aeroplane squadrons are attached to 


each army corps of France, Great Brit- 
ain and Germany, in tlic present field 
operations. The official reports of Field 
Marshal Sir John kYench, of the British 
expeditionary force with the allied army, 
have directed attention to the potency 
of this new arm of the service. 


While aeroplanes have not revolution- 


ized warfare altogether along the lines 
that some military experts expected, they 
have cliauged completely reconnaissance 
operations, so that an army to-day with 
the most efficient and complete aviation 
corps wields a tremendous advantage 
over a less fortunate adversary. 


So far yis artillery is concerned, the 


advantage of a well masked position is 
often reduced by aerial scouts, who arc 
able to make accurate notes from a safe 
altitude. 
Tlic location of an enemy's 


batteries can be transmitted 
to head- 


quarters by radio from the airland the 
screened guns searched out 'by opposing 
artillery. 


Without the use of aeroplanes, mili- 


tary experts assert, the campaign as it 
is being fought in the western theatre 
of operations would have been impossi- 
ble. 
The vigilant aerial scouts follow 


the smallest move of the opposing force, 
noting the withdrawal of forces here and' 
the reinforcement eC Uie lines there, so 
that the .-pigintic field operations have 


> developed practically into 
a monster

generals pitting their wits—not the least 
of which nre their aerial wits—against 
each other. '
